SOUTHEASTERN passengers are being hit in the pockets 
once again - with the train operator hiking up car parking 


fees across the county. 

Daily car parking charges at stations 
across Kent are set to increase by up to 
90p a day from the end of July. 

The increases are between 10 and 20 
per cent at most stations, although 
Wadhurst will see a 33.3 per cent rise. 

In addition, parking at some stations, 
such as Folkestone West and Charing, 
will be charged for the first time. 

The company came in for strong crit¬ 
icism from politicians and passenger 
groups when it hiked up rail fares 
across Kent by as much as 14 per cent 
in January. 

And earlier this year, Kent on 
Sunday revealed the company received 
more than £240 million in taxpayer 
subsidy in its first two years since 
taking over the running of services in 
the county in April 2006. 

It also made profits of more than 
£lm a month in its first 15 months of 
operation. 

Southeastern said the proposed 
parking fee increases are currently 
being consulted on with passenger 
groups, including London Travel

The move has once again drawn crit¬ 
icism from Kent MPs. 

Adam Holloway, the Conservative 
member for Gravesham, said he was 
“really annoyed” by the increase. 

Daily parking charges at his local 
Gravesend station are set to increase 
by 60p, or 18.8 per cent. 

He told KoS: “If you take the view 
that people who are commuting every 
day are people who are paying taxes 
and contributing to the economy, it is 
these people getting hammered again.

MP for South Thanet, said the company 
would probably make more money by reduc¬ 
ing car park charges. 

His constituency contains Ramsgate, where 
daily parking fees are set to rise by 30p, 
another increase of 18.8 per cent. 

The former Transport Minister said: “In 
places like Ramsgate there is so much on¬ 
street parking that people won’t park in the 
car park. [Southeastern] should be thinking a 
little more long term, about attracting people 
to the trains and about making it easier for 
them. This is the perfect time to get people 
back on to trains.” 

He added that passengers were getting a 
“far better service” now, including a “whole 
new train set” that had been introduced in 
the last 10 years. 

A Passenger Focus spokesperson said the 
extra charges would act as “a real deterrent 
for passengers”. 

Improvements 

She said: “We want Southeastern to rethink 
these parking ticket price hikes as their pas¬ 
sengers have indicated to us their displeasure. 

“Via our National Passenger Survey only 42 
per cent of Southeastern passengers said 
they were satisfied with the car parking facil¬ 
ities. We understand the temptation for train 
operators to maximise car park revenue, but 
the cost might deter passengers, which will 
have a detrimental impact on rail revenue. 

‘We would suggest that train operators 
police parking areas better to ensure that the 
facility is used by passengers and are not 
being filled by non rail users.” 

A Southeastern spokesman said the rises 
were the first for 18 months and that parking 
fees “still compare very favourably” with 
those levied by many councils and other UK 
train operators. 


He said: “Customers rightly expect car 
parks to be properly managed and main¬ 
tained, with good lighting, security measures 
such as closed circuit television surveillance 
and quick and easy pay-and-display facilities. 

“Southeastern is investing almost £3m in car 
park and station improvements, but there are 
also fixed costs to be met. 

“For example, ticket machines need to be 
installed and maintained, staff or contractors 
paid and litter cleared. 

“About a quarter of Southeastern’s train pas¬ 


sengers regularly use station car parks, and it 
is the company’s view, shared by rail user 
groups, that it is more equitable that facilities 
are paid for by those who use them rather than 
relying on subsidies from those who don’t.” 

He added that the prices would be kept 
under constant review and that demand for 
parking had risen in the last decade.

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Renowned author visits county to get his message across

TRAVEL writer Bill Bryson’s 
books have inspired a generation 
of globetrotters to explore the 
world. 

In his typically humorous style, the 
American has described numerous experi¬ 
ences he has had in countries in Europe, 
America, Australia and Africa. 

But during a visit to Kent this week, the 
56-year-old admitted he was now cutting 
back on flights - and advised others to fol¬ 
low suit to help prevent climate change. 

The president of the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England (CPRE) helped pick up rub¬ 
bish along the historic Pilgrim’s Way, near 
Ashford, to raise awareness of a national 
campaign against litter and fly-tipping. 

“One of my favourite things is to go walk¬ 
ing in the countryside -1 really am going to 
come back to the Pilgrim’s Way now that 
I’ve seen this - not just because it’s an envi- 
ronmentally-friendly thing to do, but 
because it’s a beautiful countryside,” he told 
Kent on Sunday. 

With the rise of cheap flights, holidays 
abroad are much easier for Britons to enjoy, 
but Bryson said people should consider 
staying at home instead. 

“There’s a big case to be made for spend¬ 
ing time at home because Britain is a 
really, really beautiful country,” he said. 

“The thing I enjoy most out of all the 
things I enjoy in life is to go walking with 
friends in the English countryside.” 

However, Bryson’s first impressions of 
England were not so rosy. 

He recounted what happened when he 
arrived in Dover in 1973 in his bestselling 
book, Notes from a Small Island (1995). 

Coming in off a midnight ferry from 
Calais, he couldn’t find anywhere to stay 
and ended up sleeping rough. 

“I got in really, really late,” he recalled this 
week. “Everything was shut, so I had to 
sleep in a shelter at the (sea) front. I slept 
so poorly I was totally knackered and went 
straight to a guesthouse the next day to 
sort myself out.” 

And although the guesthouse was 
“extraordinarily bad”, Bryson said he is still 
fond of the port. 

“I’ve always had a soft spot for Dover 
because it is where I made my first acquain¬ 
tance with Britain and I have been back 
there a few times and I really do still like it.” 

He liked England so much he decided to 
stay and his love of the country was 
recognised when he was made CPRE

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president last year. 

Bryson said fly-tipping was a big problem 
that needed to be tackled, even though the 
number of incidents in Kent fell from 
27,854 in 2006/07 to 21,546 in 2007/08. 

“It’s huge in the sense that it’s just a kind 
of insult to the glorious countryside. It’s 
heart-breaking to see it rubbished,” he said. 

“It also huge in the amount of money 
that’s needed to clean it up. It’s in the hun¬ 
dreds of millions of pounds nationally.” 

Bryson, who fives in Norfolk, said litter¬ 
ing was “completely unnecessary” and an 
“inexcusably lazy thing to do”. 

The author said Kent’s countryside must 
also be safeguarded from over-development. 

New homes should be built in and around 
existing urban areas or towns like Ramsgate 


and Gravesend should be “perked up”, instead 
than carving up the countryside. 

‘Where most of the development should be is 
in towns that already exist that could really do 
with being improved or added on to, rather 
than just going out and building in the middle 
of open farmland,” he said.

Petrol station at

A BOMB scare closed off part of Canterbury 
for more than an hour. 

An Army bomb disposal unit was called after 
a suspicious package was discovered by staff 
on the forecourt of the Wincheap Service 
Station shortly after 3pm on Thursday. 

A 100m cordon was put in place and part of 
the A28 at Wincheap was closed to traffic, 
although the package was later declared safe. 

The package was a cigarette packet-sized 
parcel wrapped in black electricians’-style tape 
with exposed wires and an illuminated red 
LED light. 


Life term for man who 
killed cabby over fare 


THE murderer of a 
Gravesend taxi driver has 
been given a fife sentence 
and told he should serve at 
least two decades behind 
bars, writes Phil Reilly. 

Luke Aujila, 21, from 
Dorchester Road in 

Gravesend, argued over his 
fare with Gian Chand Bajar, 
71, in May last year before 
running him over with the 
cab as he lay in the road. 

Speaking in front of a 
packed courtroom at 
Maidstone Crown Court on 
Thursday, Judge Andrew 
Patience QC described the 
murder as a “terrible crime 
against a vulnerable taxi 
driver offering a valuable 
public service”. 

Aujila had originally plead¬ 
ed guilty to manslaughter 
but not murder, but was 
found guilty of the latter on 
Wednesday after the jury 
deliberated for 13 hours.

shortly before 10pm on May 
23,2007 while Mr Bajar had 
been working. 

He had picked Aujila up 
and the attack happened 
when he was dropping him 
off in St Benedict’s Avenue, 
Gravesend. After assaulting 
him, Aujila stole the taxi and 
ran him over. 

Many of those in atten¬ 
dance on Thursday were fam¬ 


ily and friends of Mr Bajar. 

During the course of the 
investigation Aujila’s mother 
and brother both made 
statements to the police that 
were misleading. 

Annette Aujila, 43, washed 
a bloodstained shirt belong¬ 
ing to her son before giving it 
to Thomas Aujila, 26, to get 
rid of with some burnt mate¬ 
rial his brother had tried to 
destroy on the night of the 
murder. 

He dumped this in a skip 
and took the top to a textile- 
recycling bank in Thurrock. 

They both pleaded guilty 
to perverting the course of 
justice. 

At Maidstone Crown Court 
on Friday, Mrs Aujila was 
sentenced to 200 hours of 
unpaid community work. 

Thomas Aujila was given a 
12-month suspended sen¬ 
tence and was also ordered 
to carry out 300 horns of 
unpaid community work.

Lesson in diplomacy 
from the Dalai Lama 


Walking against 
global poverty 

THE Archbishop of Canterbury is to lead a 
band of bishops on a march through the 
centre of London this summer. 

Dr Rowan Williams is organising the 
march, which will take place during the 
Lambeth Conference, in order to highlight 
the Church’s commitment to tackling 
poverty and urge governments to do the 
same. Around 600 archbishops, bishops, 
church leaders and their spouses are 
expected to join in on Thursday, July 24. 

They will be showing their support for the 
United Nations’ Millennium Development 
Goals, eight promises made by world lead¬ 
ers to halve world poverty by 2015. 

Dr Williams said: “This walk will be a 
poignant public act of commitment by the 
Anglican Communion and other faith 
groups to continue to put pressure on those 
who have the power and resources to help 
end extreme poverty across the globe.” 

MP: Death penalty fear 
would stop knife crime 

A KENT MP has called for a return to the 
death penalty to deal with knife crime. 

Roger Gale, Tory MP for North Thanet, 
said bringing back capital punishment for 
murder was the only way to deter people 
from carrying knives, short of banning all 
tools and utensils that could cause harm. 

Mr Gale said: “Either ban hammers and 
screwdrivers and other carpenters’ tools or 
bring back capital punishment as the max¬ 
imum available sentence for murder.” 

Mr Gale insisted that he is not in favour 
of a return to hanging. 

He added: “I appreciate a re-introduction 
would mean the repeal of the Human 
Rights Act but I have no problem with that. 
Parliament must act in the interests of the 
UK and its people and not, necessarily, in 
compliance with European legislation.” 


“CHARMING and down to 
earth” - how a Kent MP 
described Tibet’s exiled spiritual 
leader the Dalai Lama. 

John Horam, the Conservative MP for 
Orpington, was given the rare opportunity 
to meet with His Holiness and question 
him on human rights issues during his trip 
to the UK last week. 

The Dalai Lama told Mr Horam, during a 
meeting with members of the Commons’ 
foreign affairs select committee, that 
Britain was not doing enough for Tibet. 

“He was very good on China,” said Mr 
Horam. 

“I said the country is getting more 
important and more powerful and success¬ 
ful. 

“He said ‘yes, but it will eventually have 
to realise that in the international arena 
you also have to add moral authority or 
people won’t respect you’.” 

Demonstrations 

The Dalai Lama’s visit came after pro- 
Tibet groups held several demonstrations 
during an international relay of the 
Olympic torch ahead of the Beijing Games 
in August. 

Protests in Paris and London caused 
chaos and disrupted the procession, despite 
heavy security. 

The demonstrations were held after 
protests against Chinese rule in Tibet, and 
the deadly riots spread from the capital 
Lhasa. 

The Tibetan govemment-in-exile said 
more than 200 Tibetans were killed and 
1,000 injured in China’s subsequent crack¬ 
down. China said Tibetan “rioters” killed 21 
people. 

But during his 11-day visit, the 72-year- 
old Dalai Lama, who fled Tibet in 1959 
after a failed uprising against Chinese rule, 
called for an end to protests in the after- 
math of the Sichuan earthquake. 

Mr Horam said the Dalai Lama had 
called for an international inquiry into the 
protests because China’s media clampdown 
meant no one could prove what really hap¬ 
pened. 

“The Dalai Lama feels he is not going to

give advice [on whether foreign leaders 
should boycott the Olympics] because he 
feels the Olympics are very important to 
the Chinese,” said the MP. 

“He does not want to get the Chinese peo¬ 
ple against him - he wants to cultivate a 
relationship with them so they see his point 
of view. 

“If he advocated a boycott of the Olympics 
he feels the Chinese government would 
portray him as a devil to the Chinese peo¬ 
ple and he does not want to give them more 
sticks to beat him. 

“He said he would threaten to resign if his 
own people resorted to violence.” 

The Dalai Lama, who seeks autonomy for 
Tibet over independence and lives with the 
Tibetan govemment-in-exile in Dharam- 
sala in northern India, told MPs that 
his people were being subjected to “some 
kind of cultural genocide” under Chinese 
mle. 

Mr Horam said: “He wants them to stop 
this brainwashing.” 

The Kent MP said the Dalai Lama 
believed autonomy would bring benefits to 
both sides and give the Chinese “spiritual 
wealth”. 

Dilution 

There has been an increasing influx of 
Chinese settlers into Tibet in recent years 
and fears have been raised that it has been 
an attempt to dilute Tibetan culture. 

Mr Horam said the Dalai Lama 
remained, as expected, diplomatic to the 
core - bmshing aside suggestions from the 
MP that the Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
should have met him at 10 Downing Street 
rather than Lambeth Palace. 

He added: “Afterwards we thought he 
would just leave but he came round and 
gave everyone a bow. 

He said ‘you’re the man who was ques¬ 
tioning me about Gordon Brown’. 

“He said he was not bothered about the 
meeting and I said he should be. He gig¬ 
gled.”

Hopes Europe 
will take lead in 
animal rights 

A KENT Euro-MP chaired a meeting of sci¬ 
entists and animal rights protesters in 
Brussels. 

Dr Caroline Lucas, Green Party MEP for 
the South East, wants to persuade the 
European Parliament to take the lead in 
non-animal-based medical research. 

Among the guests at the event on 
Wednesday were world-renowned bioethi- 
cist and primatologist Dr Jane Goodall, a 
UN Messenger for Peace, who presented a 
150,000 signature petition to the chair of 
the Petitions Committee. 

Dr Lucas, a vice-president of the RSPCA, 
said: “The existing law is out of date - over 
20-years-old - and hundreds of thousands 
of animals receive no protection at all. 

“Urgent action is needed to improve the 
protection of animals and replace out-dated 
animal experiments with non-animal tech¬ 
niques. In order to respond to public opin¬ 
ion, the commission must improve stan¬ 
dards of animal protection and increase 
transparency and accountability in the 
revision of this directive. 

“Experiments on animals are frequently 
unreliable as a guide to human biology and 
the range of viable alternatives, such as epi¬ 
demiology, the use of cell cultures, human 
tissue and computer simulation, is increas¬ 
ing all the time.” 

Police clamp down 
on drink drivers 

KENT Police will increase the number of 
breath tests on motorists in a bid to tackle 
drink and drug driving. 

As of today, officers will be breathalysing 
all motorists involved in collisions, regard¬ 
less of whether they are suspected of an 
offence. 

Around 250 people are arrested for drink 
driving offences in Kent every month. 

Inspector Paul Sellwood, of the serious 
collision investigation unit, said: “Drink 
and drug driving continues to be a menace 
on our roads and blights the lives of a sig¬ 
nificant number of people.” 

He added: “I would warn motorists to 
think about the consequences of being 
caught committing an offence. 

“At best you risk a fine, mandatory ban 
for one or more years or an increase in 
insurance premiums. 

“At worst you risk losing your job or going 
to jail. 

“And think about the consequences to 
yourself and your family of being involved 
in a serious collision. 

“You could end up in a wheelchair, kill 
yourself or someone else.”

MAJOR plans to improve the NHS 
in Kent, including tackling hospi¬ 
tal-acquired infections, are being 
unveiled tomorrow. 

Pledges on life expectancy, obesity and heart 
attacks will be revealed by NHS South East 
Coast, the strategic health authority for the 
county, Sussex and Surrey, as part of a 10-year 
vision for the region. 

Lord Darzi, the Health Minister leading the 
review of the NHS that began in July last year, 
told Kent on Sunday: “As the NHS reaches its 
60th birthday next month, it seems only right 
we recognise that medical care does not stand 
still - services should change and adapt to 
ensure patients and the public receive the best 
care possible. 

“I have spent the last year travelling the 
country, listening to what leading local clini¬ 
cians, NHS staff, patients and the public think 
is most valuable about current NHS services 
and what they would like to see change. 

“Now each region of the NHS is doing the 
same, producing their vision for the future of 
services in their area based on the needs of 
their local communities.” 

Candy Morris, the SHA’s chief executive, 
said the vision for the region, called Healthier 
People, Excellent Care, includes plans to 
enable diagnostic testing closer to home in the 
local high street. 

She said: “The vision for Kent, as in the rest 
of the UK, has involved listening to hundreds 
of people, understanding and appreciating

what they have said, what they want, and how 
they want to be cared for. 

“Any changes will be decided locally, led by 
the clinicians and local patients, public and 
staff.” 

Mrs Morris said a large part of changes to 
services would come from existing “best prac¬ 
tice” and rolling it out elsewhere. 

She said West View Integrated Care Centre 
for the elderly in Tenterden was a good model 
of how the NHS locally, in this case, the 
Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary Care Trust 
(PCT), was working with the local authority, 
Kent County Council. 

Another example she gave was a pregnancy 
check-up clinic that has opened in a 
Sainsbury’s supermarket in Thanet. 

Midwives who recognised that pregnant 
women were juggling work and home lives, set 
up the clinic at the store, which is open from 
8am to 10pm. 

Mrs Morris said a consultation on the 10- 
year vision would be taking place over the 
summer. 

She added: “Above all, it is not about closing 
hospitals or services. 

“This is about improving care so that 
patients and the public across the South East 
Coast have the best health and healthcare 
possible. 

‘We want to reduce health inequalities, 
achieve our vision and ensure we are on 
course to deliver fair, safe, effective, person¬ 
alised and locally accountable services.” 

Lord Darzi, who is also a surgeon famed for 
his work on the advancement of minimal inva¬ 
sive surgery, the use of surgical robots and 
image guided surgery, will be joining Mrs 
Morris as the SHA unveils the proposals 
tomorrow at The Dome in Brighton. 


Cure or not, we still need to stay clean 


THE news that scientists could be 
on the brink of a cure for MRSA 
has been broadly welcomed by a 
hygiene and infection control 
campaigner. 

A research firm based in 
Brighton is carrying out human 
trials on the drug. They claim 
their discovery could be used in 
hospital wards to prevent spread 
of the infection by 2011 and could 
cure patients within six years. 

But Tony Charlton, whose 
mother-in-law was one of 90 
patients to die during superbug

outbreaks at hospitals in 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells, 
urged caution. 

“I was delighted by the news 
and the possibility it could be 


used for Clostridium difficile in 
the future,” he said. 

“My only reservation is, will it 
stop people concentrating on basic 
hygiene? If something can be 
cured then people tend to pay less 
attention to the basics.” 

Mr Charlton, who has been 
campaigning tirelessly to raise 
awareness about superbugs since 
the untimely death of his ‘Very fit 
and active” 86-year-old loved one, 
compared the discovery of a cure 
to the over-reliance on antibiotics. 

New cures and treatments are 


needed now because infections 
have become resistant to antibi¬ 
otics, he said. 

MRSA, which killed 134 people 
in Kent between 2002 and 2006, 
causes fewer deaths than C diff 
but can leave people disabled.

Takeaway is 
finally back 
on the menu 

AN Indian restaurant has finally been 
granted permission to serve takeaway 
food after a long dispute with council 
planning officers. 

The Kennington Tandoori in 
Faversham Road first applied to serve 
takeaway food three years ago. 

There is a Chinese takeaway in the 
same parade of shops. 

Planning officers had turned the 
application down twice because of fears 
of the impact that parking would have on 
the road, which is the main route 
between Ashford and Faversham. 

Ash Miah, from the restaurant, said: 
“It was really affecting business badly. I 
would say that 30 per cent of our business 
was being lost. We were allowed to deliv¬ 
er food to people’s homes, but they would 
not even let local customers on foot come 
and get take away.” 

The Kennington Tandoori was the only 
Indian restaurant in the town to gain 
one of the council’s five-star awards for 
hygiene. 

Mr Miah said the restaurant was very 
popular and had done a lot of work for 
the community, including teaching in 
schools. The restaurant put a petition 
together with more than 1,200 signatures 
supporting its application. 

At a meeting of the planning committee 
councillors finally granted permission 
after being told customers will be able to 
park at the rear of the shop when they 
come to collect their food. 

Mr Miah said: “I would like to thank all 
the community and local councillors who 
helped us. It is crazy that such a small 
thing had to be taken to a full meeting of 
the planning committee.” 


A FORMER Conservative 
candidate and top political 
pundit is to enter a civil part¬ 
nership with his boyfriend, 
writes Phil Reilly. 

Iain Dale, who writes the influential 
online blog Iain Dale’s Diary, has 
announced he will wed his partner of 13 
years, John Simmons, at Wadhurst 
Castle next month. 

Mr Dale, 45, who lives with Mr 
Simmons in Pembury, near Tunbridge 
Wells, said that shadow cabinet mem¬ 
bers, including David Davis and Nick 
Herbert, will attend the ceremony. 

He told KOS Media he and Mr 
Simmons had originally decided not to 
marry after civil partnerships became 
legal in 2005. 

He said: “I’m not exactly a gay 
rights activist. As time went on we 
decided to do it - it seemed to be 
the right thing. I just think it puts 
gay couples on roughly the same 
legal status as straight couples. 

“In my view a stable relationship 
has to be a good thing and civil 
partnerships encourage stable 
relationships. We’ve been together 
for 13 years and I’d hope we’d be 
together for at least 13 more, and, 
indeed, the rest of our lives.” 

Mr Dale, who describes himself 
as agnostic, said he was not 
concerned about the issue of gay 
people being given full marriage 
rights. 

He said: “I think marriage is 
something that’s partly a religious 
thing and there’s no religious 
aspect to this, it’s a legal contract. 

“It’s a terrible thing, at the 
moment, if one of us was in hospi¬ 
tal with a life-threatening illness 
the other would have no legal 
rights to even visit. 

“There is no formal relationship 
and just from that point of view

it is terribly unfair.” 

Mr Dale, who stood as a Tory 
candidate in North Norfolk in 2005 
and for selection for Ann 
Widdecombe’s soon-to-be-vacated 
Maidstone and The Weald seat, 
said he has not heard any disap¬ 
proval from any Conservative 
friends or colleagues. 

He added: “I think in any 
political party there will always 
be people who have a degree of 
discomfort with things like this - 
and that goes for Labour and the 
Liberal Democrats too. 

“Everybody I’ve told, even peo¬ 
ple I might have been apprehen¬ 
sive about telling, have been very 
enthusiastic.” 

The couple work together on a 
new magazine called Total Politics 
and will not be having a honey¬ 
moon as the first edition is 
launched next month. 

Miss Widdecombe will not be at 
the ceremony, as she is attending 
a speaking engagement in Spain.

THE first Swale Film Festival 
will take place this summer - 
featuring new and classic movies, 
workshops and talks by those in 
the industry. 

Aspiring directors and documentary-mak¬ 
ers also have the opportunity to enter a com¬ 
petition to showcase their talent.

Studios, near Wimbledon, then becoming an 
assistant film editor and producer, before 
moving to Swale in 1970.

A TWO-and-a-half mile walk 
around Mote Park in Maidstone 
will take in beautiful scenery and 
an historic manor house, but did 
you know it could also burn off 450 
calories? 

In his new book, Footpaths for Fitness, 
retired research scientist Michael 
Easterbrook, from Maidstone, seeks to com¬ 
bine the beauty and history of Kent’s country¬ 
side with physical exercise. 

The book contains details of 20 circular 
walking routes around idyllic parts of the 
county that vary in distance and terrain. 

With each entry there is not only a guide 
to the history or nature on display, but 
also the distance and estimated number of 
calories burned off on the route. 

Each is also graded one to three in terms 
of the level of work out it will give you. 

For example, a two-mile stroll around 
Lenham is grade one while a longer walk 
around Tenterden is a testing grade three. 

Contrast 

Mr Easterbrook, 59, told KOS Media: “I 
think a lot of people try to bum off calories 
going to the gym and it suits some people. 
But a lot of people prefer to go out walking 
and see the countryside. I’ve tried to pick 
out things you can see - bits of local histo¬ 
ry or natural history along the way. If peo¬ 
ple go out into the natural world I also 
think there are benefits to their mental 
health as well.” 

Mr Easterbrook, who is originally from 
the Black Country, but has lived in Kent 
for around 30 years, said his favourite 
walks are along the coast. 

He said: “It’s obviously quite a contrast 


Modem lifestyle taking 
its toll on Scout groups 


A LACK of leaders has left thousands of 
Kent children on waiting lists to become 
Beavers, Cubs and Scouts. 

There are currently 11,750 boys and 
2,350 girls on waiting lists, some who were 
signed up shortly after they were bom and 
many of whom will never be 
able to take up a place. 

Scout groups claim there 
are hundreds more who 
would also like to join their 
local troupe, but very few 
adults willing to lead them. 

Tony Dunn, 63, Akela of 
the Banning Scout Group in 
Maidstone, said younger 
leaders were simply not com¬ 
ing forward. 

He said: “Thirty years ago, 
when I first came to 
Maidstone, we were bursting 
with leaders. There were nine 
in the cubs section; now it’s 
three. Four years ago, we had 
two colonies of Beavers; now 
we have one. 

“Our two Scout troops went down to one 
from lack of leaders, but we managed to res¬ 
urrect it because we had so many cubs 
waiting to move up. 

“I’d never want to give up completely, but 
one day I’d like to take more of a back seat 
and support others. I’m not sure the young¬ 
sters will want a 70-year-old leader.” 

Mr Dunn blamed modem lifestyles for 


the dearth of young leaders. 

“It’s very understandable,” he said. 
“People travel to work, have a long, 
demanding day. They’re not going to msh 
to commit more of their time.” 

He said the most satisfying part of being 
a Scout leader was watching 
young people grow and 
develop. 

He added: “Scouting pro¬ 
duces better-rounded adults. 
It helps youngsters look 
after themselves and others 
develop the social skills 
sometimes missing in mod¬ 
em life. Youngsters need to 
get their hands dirty, go 
camping, cook over a fire, try 
different things.” 

Cllr Mike Hill, Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for 
community services, recalled 
happy memories of his 
Scouting days. 

He said: “We lived in a dif¬ 
ferent era then, when children had far more 
freedom to do the sort of activities Scouting 
offers. Today, it is even more important that 
children are given these kinds of opportuni¬ 
ties, helped to become self-sufficient and 
encouraged to think of others.”

Strikes debate call 


AN MP has called for a 
parliamentary debate 
about the effects of French 
blockades and strike action 
on Kent motorists. 

Gwyn Prosser, the Labour mem¬ 
ber for Dover and Deal, called for 
the debate in a session in the House 
of Commons with Leader of the 
House, Harriet Harman. 

Operation Stack, in which stretch¬ 
es of the M20 coast-bound are closed 
for lorries to queue for the Port of 
Dover and the Channel Tunnel, was 
in effect because of strike action on 
May 22. 

The disruption paled in compari¬ 
son to that caused earlier this year 
when a strike by SeaFrance work¬ 
ers led to Stack being implemented 
for a record 16 straight days. 

Mr Prosser said: “A series of 
strikes, blockades and stoppages by 
French workers in Calais is causing 
massive disruption to Dover and to 
Dover’s cross-channel ferries. 

“My colleagues and I have raised 
these matters with ministers and 
with Kent County Council over a 
long period of time, but progress in 
resolving this has been very slow.” 

Ms Harman responded: “My

Honourable Friend is a champion of 
Dover and of its importance not only 
regionally but nationally. I will raise 
his points with my ministerial col¬ 
leagues in the Foreign Office and 
ask them to consider them with the 
utmost seriousness and to convey 
their response in writing.” 

It comes just after a Department 
for Transport report revealed the 
number of foreign trucks entering 
the UK had reached an all-time 
high of 1,719,000 last year. It also 
showed the number of British 
trucks going overseas had dropped 
to a 14-year low of just 400,000. 

Britdisc 

Cllr Paul Carter, leader of KCC, 
said this showed foreign hauliers 
had an unfair advantage over their 
British counterparts. He renewed 
his call for a ‘Britdisc’ or Vignette’ 
system, in which foreign lorries 
would pay to use British roads, 
although the Department for 
Transport has now ruled this out. 

He said: “The Government must 
decide how they are going to provide 
a level playing field and bring in a 


system so foreign hauliers con¬ 
tribute to road improvements. We 
do not believe a vignette should be 
ruled out. Within current European 
legislation such a scheme would 
deliver £35million year on year.” 

A Department for Transport 
spokeswoman said the Government 
had decided against the vignette 
after a feasibility study deemed it 
would not be cost effective. 

Claude Gueant, French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy’s general secretary, 
wrote to KCC last week in response 
to a letter from Cllr Carter raising 
concerns about the effects of strikes. 

He said the disruption was 
“against the wish of the Head of 
State” and that the issue had been 
raised with the French Secretaries 
of State for transport and energy 
and the environment. 

• The county council’s idea of a 
£40m lorry park to help deal with 
the traffic chaos caused by Opera¬ 
tion Stack has been dealt a blow. 

Because KCC missed a March 
deadline to get an environmental 
impact assessment done on the pro¬ 
posed site at Aldington, near 
Ashford. It means they cannot now 
submit a planning application they 
had wanted to put in at the end of 
this month until mid-2009. 


Haulier: We need change to beat the fuel crisis 


A LORRY driver from Kent who led 
hundreds of hauliers on a protest 
has called for conventional thinking 
to be abandoned. 

Peter Carroll, of Larkfield-based 
Seymour Transport, said the 
Government did not seem to under¬ 
stand the “crisis engulfing the road 
transport industry”. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown 


met with oil industry leaders on 
Wednesday, but afterwards warned 
high oil prices were here to stay. 

Lorry drivers from across the 
country descended on 10 Downing 
Street on Tuesday to demand a fuel 
duty rebate. 

“Because fuel is such an issue, 
conventional thought will have to be 
changed in the next few months or 


the economy will grind to a halt,” Mr 
Carroll told KOS Media. ‘We will 
have to reduce taxes on commodi¬ 
ties like fuel or businesses will be 
crushed.” 

He added: “The Government says 
‘we are not backing down’, but this 
is an issue about how to solve a cri¬ 
sis. When there’s a world crisis 
change is not a sign of weakness.”

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Samaritans garden 
is an oasis of calm

A KENT horticultural- 
ist has been asked by a 
national charity to 
design a garden at the 
prestigious Hampton 
Court Flower Show. 

Catherine Kenny, from Loose, 
near Maidstone, has just com¬ 
pleted a qualification in horti¬ 
culture and garden design from 
Hadlow College, near Tonbridge. 

She said: “Designing a garden 
for the flower show will be a fan¬ 
tastic springboard for my new 
career and it’s a bonus that it is 
for the Samaritans.” 

The charity’s ethos of “giving 
an individual space and time, in 
confidence and without judge¬ 
ment, to explore their feelings” 
was the inspiration behind the 
garden, she said. 

The design, called Breathing 
Space.. .Thinking Place Garden, 
has been entered in the small 
gardens category of the show, 
which runs from July 8 to 13. 

Mrs Kenny said: “There are 
three distinct areas of the gar¬ 
den, which symbolise a journey 
that begins by crossing a slate 
paved area. 

“This represents the hectic 
and sometimes difficult paths 
through life. I am using plants 
with strong structure, texture 
and colour here.” 

The Samaritans provides 
emotional support around the 
clock for people who are experi¬ 
encing feelings of distress or 
despair, including suicidal 
thoughts. 

Mrs Kenny once volunteered 
for the charity and her design 
partner, Wendy Allen, is director 
of a Samaritans branch in north 
London. Contemplation and 
self-observation themes run

through the garden, with two 
seats positioned face-to-face at 
the end of a curved steel arch¬ 
way, with reflective pools filled 
with fragrant waterlilies. 

The designer said: “The final 
part of the journey is all about 
calm reflection. There is lush 
grass underfoot, which encour¬ 
ages relaxation. 

“Here there is a restful atmos¬ 
phere created by soft, hazy 
planting, slender white birch 
trees and gently running water. 

“A hidden ivy-clad seat 
encourages the visitor to linger 
and reflect.” 


To raise money for the charity 
the designer has decided to auc¬ 
tion the whole garden online, 
donating 90 per cent of the pro¬ 
ceeds to the Samaritans. 

Mrs Kenny said: “Auctioning 
the garden is a fantastic way for 
the charity to raise both funds

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Isle’s prisons in drug bust 


A CRACKDOWN on drugs 
being supplied to prisoners on the 
Isle of Sheppey has been hailed 
a success.

City’s river tour 
is still standing 
the test of time 


FASHIONS have come and 
gone, wars have been fought 
and won and buildings put 
up and torn down, but the 
view from the River Stour in 
Canterbury has barely 
changed in the last 75 years. 

In one guise or another, Canterbury 
Historic River Tours has been guiding 
tourists, students and residents around 
the town in row boats all that time. 

The first tour took place in March, 
1932, and the company’s owner Carey 
Miles, 40, is determined to celebrate its 
long life this week - albeit a year late. 

A legal dispute prevented a proper 
celebration of the 75th anniversary 
last year, but next Saturday digni¬ 
taries will gather to mark it with 
a screening of Pathe footage of the 
earliest tours and the unveiling of a 
riverside sculpture. 

The attraction, started by city guide 
and lecturer Albert Coole, was unveiled

amid much fanfare on March 26,1932. 

It was originally called the 
Canterbury Friars Ferry and the 
inaugural voyage from Black Friars 
Monastery included Mr and Mrs 
Coole, Archdeacon Hardcastle, his 
wife and daughter, a Dr Frank 
Watcher and a man named Clifford 
Wheeler who penned a poem in hon¬ 
our of the ferry (reproduced right). 

Splendid 

A newspaper report from the time 
explained Mr Code’s motivation for 
starting the tours. 

It read: “At Christchurch, Southsea, 
Bruges and many other places where 
people went for holidays, very full use 
was made of the river to give pleasure; 
at Chester a splendid river service 
drew a great many tourists to the city, 
and in Canterbury they had some 


beautiful old buildings along the river 
bank, which it was the intention of the 
organisers of that service should be 
seen by the visitors under unique and 
delightful conditions. 

“Referring to the ferryman who had 
been engaged, Mr Coole remarked that 
Able Seaman Brice had left the Royal 
Navy only a few weeks ago, so they 
might safely trust themselves to him.” 

Mr Miles told KOS Media that very 
little had changed along the route 
since the first boat trip. 

He said: “I think that’s the nice part 
of the tour, it is quite unique, but lucki¬ 
ly history doesn’t change. It is the same 
buildings along the Stour as it was in 
1932, apart from an abbey that burned 
down a year after the tour started. 

“In World War Two, parts of 
Canterbury were bombed, but none of 
the buildings along the riverbank 
were disturbed. 

“Unfortunately, the river is a little 
shallower now, so we can’t go to the 
Roman Way.”

Council courts idea for 
indoor tennis academy 


PLANS to build a dedicated tennis academy in 
Gillingham will be discussed by Medway 
Council, writes Simon Robinson. 

The proposal would see a multi-million 
pound indoor centre built on the Beechings 
Cross playing field in Cornwallis Avenue. 

If accepted by cabinet on Wednesday, the 
two-hectare site would be put out to tender to 
developers. 

In a report to council chiefs, head of leisure 
Gary Ingram wrote: “The proposal to pursue a 
tennis academy at Beechings Cross will assist 
in realising Medway’s cultural ambitions.” 

The land was originally earmarked for a new 
football academy development, with cabinet 
members placing an advertisement for 
investors in the Leisure Opportunities maga¬ 
zine in September 2007. 

Four parties, including Gillingham FC, 
declared an interest, however during this time 
Play Football Ltd received planning permis¬ 
sion to build a 12-court football centre at the 
rear of the Howard School in Rainham. 

The firm also applied to take on the 


Beechings Way project, offering to build a six- 
court indoor tennis academy instead through 
their Tennis Together subsidiary company. 

Mr Ingram wrote: “A 12-court soccer acade¬ 
my is about to be built at the rear of the 
Howard School, just a short distance from 
Beechings Cross and in addition the council’s 
Kicks Soccer Academy has recently opened at 
Strood leisure centre. 

“Therefore, pursuing a football academy at 
this site is no longer a council priority. 

“The suggestion from Tennis Together high¬ 
lights the potential of indoor tennis at this site, 
as Medway has no indoor tennis provision and 
currently no other prospect of developing one.” 

The report goes on to state that the council 
has power under general consents to dispose 
of the land at below the market value by up to 
£2m where it considers the sale will improve 
or promote the economic, environmental or 
social well-being of the area. 

Build time for a six-court tennis centre 
would take three months from the point plan¬ 
ning permission is obtained.

Charity a friend 
to young carers 

Group offers siblings of disabled the chance 
to do things other children take for granted

SARAH was enjoying a rare 
family outing to Pizza Hut, 
but during the meal two 
other families got up and 
left, saying “that child is 
making us uncomfortable”. 

The child that had offended them 
was Sarah’s little brother, Nicolas 
who has severe autism, epilepsy, 
Attention Deficit Hyperactivity 
Disorder (ADHD) and dyspraxia. 

Their mother, Heather Harvey, 
said: ‘He tends to rock to comfort 
himself. He wasn’t disturbing any¬ 
one by kicking or throwing anything. 
He was trying to control himself and 
take it all in, but people just look at 
him like he’s strange. 

“He still has feelings and his sister 
has even bigger feelings.” 

The family, who live in Higham, 
near Gravesend, are unable to go 
s wimmin g, to the cinema, out for din¬ 
ner, or on holiday together, because of 
seven-year-old Nicholas’s disabilities. 

Stigma 

Mrs Harvey said she worried Sarah, 
10, was missing out on things other 
children her age take for granted. 

She said: “The worst thing is the 
embarrassment because there is a 
stigma to having a disability. 

“I’ve sometimes brought Nicolas to 
her school and he’s screaming or 
kicking and biting. Her friends see 
and she takes a lot of stick. 

“Sometimes I have to go in and 
say Sarah did do her homework and 
Nicolas has literally eaten and 
ripped it up. 

“She should not have to take on 
that, when you look at your own

childhood and think I never had 
that pressure.” 

A local charity based in Sevenoaks 
called 121 Youth Befriending offers 
young carers like Sarah the chance 
to get together during school holi¬ 
days to do activities they often can¬ 
not do with their families. 

Kelly Chambers, who works for 
the charity, said: “The project offers 
support to young people who find 
themselves caring for a family mem¬ 
ber due to illness, disability, mental 
health, drug or alcohol issues. 

‘We provide a vast range of group 
respite activities to introduce them 
to other young people in a similar 
situation and help them remember 
they have their own life to lead as 
well as caring for a loved one.” 

The children have the opportunity 
to do workshops, such as photogra¬ 
phy, and talk privately or as groups 
to the charity’s workers about their 
feelings and concerns about their 
disabled brothers or sisters. 

Mrs Harvey said: “They get her to 
write down her feelings and explore 
how to conquer any negativity. 

“It is nice she has someone to talk 


to and someone at the end of the 
phone line because sometimes I do 
say ‘things are not going to change - 
your brother’s like that, it is tough 
and hard but it is going to carry on 
being like that’.” 

Nicolas’s disabilities mean he has 
no understanding of social conven¬ 
tion and can quite happily start 
walking down the street naked, take 
his clothes off in front of visitors and 
soil himself, Mrs Harvey said. 

The family is used to his different 
behaviour and approach problems 
together with humour and empathy. 

Mrs Harvey said: “Sarah is very 
mature for her age but she does go 
through phases. 

‘Nicolas adoers her and absolutely 
dotes on her. When she’s not in he 
runs around the house looking for her. 

‘He can’t talk but makes certain 
noises and we know Sarah is ‘eh, eh’. 
He gets so excited when she gets in - 
hell drag her into the garden and onto 
the trampoline even if it’s 10pm. 

“Sarah will just say ‘can he put some 
clothes on before we go outside’.” 

The charity is currently running 
an unusual project to raise money 
for providing more workshops for 
the young carers over the summer 
holidays. 

Mrs Harvey has set up an eBay 
account for the charity selling 
celebrity endorsed products online 
to the highest bidder. 

She said it has been a great suc¬ 
cess, with celebrities from Paul 
O’Grady and Carol Vorderman to 
Sir Ranulph Fienes and Annie 
Lennox happy to send her a vast 
amount of signed goodies.

LABOUR councillors have hit out at the 
council’s “ridiculous” plans to axe three car 
parks across Medway. 

Council chiefs slapped ‘surplus to require¬ 
ment’ tags on sites in Gillingham, 
Rochester and Walderslade two months 
ago, saying they were not providing good 
value for money. 

However, Labour Party duo Nick Bowler 
and Teresa Murray have slammed the deci¬ 
sion, saying Medway residents need more 
parking spaces than ever. 

Speaking of the proposed sale of the car 
park in King Street, Rochester, Cllr Murray 
said: “The situation is ridiculous. We have 
around eight new development sites start¬ 
ed or in the pipeline near this carpark. 

“Residents are saying they need more 
parking, not less. In fact, the difficulty with 
parking was the number one issue identi¬ 
fied by both the police and communities 
together meeting, and the police in our 
area. The Tories seem keen to ignore resi¬ 
dents’ views and also the police’s, but we 
will fight to retain the whole site, not just 
the half they’ve offered.” 

Cllr Bowler added: “This is a well-used 
car park and I can’t believe the Tories are 
thinking of selling it off.” 

Council bosses agreed to put the car 
parks in Robin Hood Lane, Walderslade, 
Railway Street, Gillingham, and King 
Street, Rochester, up for sale in March, 
alongside the Jezreels Tower site and land 
at the Broadway, both in Gillingham. 

Cllr Alan Jarrett, deputy leader of 
Medway Council - and cabinet member for 
finance - said: “Any proceeds from sales will 
be used to fund council priorities such as 
Medway Park, housing and regeneration. 

“It all comes down to achieving even bet¬ 
ter value for money for the people of 
Medway, resulting in an improved environ¬ 
ment and better services.”

Therefore, the bringing 
together of this outstanding group of 
church silver for the appreciation of a 
wider audience is an event of huge 
importance. 

“All the exhibits will be viewable 
at close proximity as opposed to the 


elevated distance of the altar. Never before has it 
been possible to marvel at the minute detail of the 
magnificent jewel-encrusted Primate’s procession¬ 
al cross, graciously loaned by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury.” 

Curator, Timothy Schroder, added: 
“The exhibition is a visual record 
of the entire history of the 
English Church and it’s fasci- 
;e how the range 
of these precious 
objects reflect the politics 
and theology of their times.” 

The exhibition opened on 
Friday and runs until July

We recently told you on this page about changes 
to the way parking is enforced, and we’re working 
with Kent’s district and borough councils to ensure 
parking is dealt with consistently and clearly 
across the county. 

Changes are being made under the Traffic 
Management Act (2004), and as part of this, 
civil enforcement officers - previously referred 
to as parking attendants - will have increased 
powers to enforce contraventions. 

The new powers came into effect across the 
county on 1 April 2008 and all Kent’s 12 districts 
are participating. The aim is to keep roads safe 
and the traffic flowing and also to prevent 
frustrating delays caused by illegal parking. 


The new powers for civil enforcement officers are: 

• Enforcement of parking on any part of a 
pedestrian crossing (this can also still be 
enforced by the police); 

• Enforcement of parking on a taxi rank or 
hackney carriage stand; and 

• The ability to issue a penalty charge notice by 
post to the registered owner of the vehicle, if 
they are unable to serve the notice at the 
time of issue.

We’re 
working with Kent Police to install a 
number of Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition (AN PR) cameras on the 
main radial routes in and out of 
Maidstone to assess the current 
traffic conditions. The cameras will 
be positioned on the outskirts of 
the town and in the town centre 
and will provide a continuous 
stream of data to the TMC where it 
will be analysed to determine real 
time journey times and traffic flows 
for each route. 


The data that we’ll have access to 
cannot be used to identify 
individual vehicles - it will simply 
tell us how long it takes 
anonymous vehicles to travel 
between two camera locations. The 
system will then calculate the 
current travel time along the route 
and alert the TMC operators if it is 
above or below what would be 
expected for the time of day. The 
operators will be able to take the 
appropriate action to deal with the 
situation and keep people informed 
if it will take time to clear an 
incident. 

The traffic flow data will also be 
used to assess where future 
improvements can be made to the 
road network. You can find out

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Delays in the 
system hinder 
late abortions 


‘ It’S a moral issue whether to make 

these women have these babies...’

WOMEN are struggling 
to access services for late 
abortions, a leading aca¬ 
demic has warned. 

With sexual health experts from 
the University of Southampton, Dr 
Ellie Lee, a senior lecturer in social 
sciences at the University of Kent, 
conducted research into why women 
have second trimester abortions. 

“No woman plans to have an 
abortion and certainly not a late 
one,” she said. 

Only 1.4 per cent of abortions 
nationally occur at more than 20 
weeks gestation. 

The study of 883 women found 
there were various reasons why 
they had an abortion after 18 weeks. 

“We found delays in the system. 
GPs don’t know what to do and don’t 
know where to send them and there 
are definitely some GPs who may 
be more sympathetic if women 
are requesting earlier abortions,” 
said Dr Lee. 

“The system is complicated. Quite 
a lot of areas have different abortion 
providers at different gestational 
periods. NHS trusts will do early 
abortions, but after about 14 weeks 
women are referred to abortion doc¬ 
tors at charities.” 

Ann Furedi, chief executive of 
BPAS (British Pregnancy Advisory 
Service), said another problem fac¬ 
ing women having late abortions 
was the distance they had to travel. 

“We did a study of women who were

accessing BPAS services at more 
than 22 weeks and one of the things 
that really came out was first of all 
how difficult they found the pathway 
into services when they discovered 
their pregnancy late on,” she said. 

Mrs Furedi, who lives in 
Faversham, said women in Kent 
had to travel up to London to have 
abortions after 14 weeks. 

She said she urgently wanted to 
work with primary care trusts 
(PCTs) in the county to establish 
services for later terminations. 

The sexual healthcare charity and 
Dr Lee agreed that NHS services for 
early abortions had improved greatly. 

Abortion has been the focus of 
much attention during House of 
Commons debates on the Human 
Fertilisation and Embryology Bill. 


There was strong lobbying from 
religious groups and MPs, but 
attempts to cut the legal time limit 
for abortion failed, leaving it at 24 
weeks, a limit set in 1990. 

Much of the debate was as to 
whether improvements in medical 
science meant foetuses were more 
likely to survive at 24 weeks. 

Dr Lee said: “Science is important, 
but actually it is about a moral issue 
of whether you think it is right to 
make these women have these babies. 
It is about these women’s lives.” 

She said the viability debate 
ignored the fact that there are two 
different groups of women - those 
who have babies prematurely and 
those with unwanted pregnancies. 

Women in Kent can have abortions 
at the Marie Stopes International 
(MSI) clinic in Maidstone at up to 14 
weeks gestation. 

A study of women having late 
abortions by MSI found some 
women experienced “significant 
delays” accessing services and 
encountered “obstructive” GPs and 
long waiting times for consultations. 

Dr Caroline Jessel, West Kent 
PCT’s GP lead for clinical gover¬ 
nance, said: “Late abortions are very 
rare events for GPs - I have had 
only one in the past 25 years. 

‘This means that whatever we do it 
is quite likely the woman seeking 
advice will encounter a GP who has 
not experienced this problem before.” 

A spokesman for Eastern and 
Coastal Kent PCT said in 2007-08 
the average wait from initial 
referral to consultation was three 
days and the average wait for a pro¬ 
cedure was four days. 


Hospital superbug deaths at new high 


SUPERBUG death rates at hospitals 
across Kent have been revealed in a 
national report. 

The Office of National Statistics 
covered 217 hospitals and one hospice 
in England and Wales for the study. 

The new figures show that record 
numbers of patients are dying from 
superbugs, with almost double the 


amount of Clostridium difficile 
deaths in 2006 than in 2005. 

In Kent, Maidstone Hospital had 
the highest number of patients - 113 
- dying from C diff between 2002 
and 2006. A spokesman said: “All the 
facilities are in place to prevent 
future outbreaks.” 

Medway Maritime Hospital had 


the most deaths from MRSA - 38 - 
for the same period. The trust said it 
had cut MRSA infection rates by 56 
per cent since the report. 

The county’s hospitals stayed out of 
the 10 worst for superbug deaths. 
The Royal United Hospital in Bath, 
which had 268 C diff deaths during 
the same period, came bottom.

Animal aid will save lives

AS CYCLONE Nargis swept 
through the major rice-producing 
region of Myanmar, it killed an 
estimated 134,000 people and 
devastated the lives of some 
2.4 million survivors. 

Humanitarian aid is slowly making its way 
to those in need after the country’s 
military junta finally allowed international 
organisations and disaster relief experts 
access to the worst-affected areas, three weeks 
after the cyclone struck. 

The World Society for the Protection of 
Animals (WSPA) said the estimated 48 mil¬ 
lion livestock animals and 900,000 cattle and 
buffalo wiped out by the tropical storm was 
catastrophic for people in Myanmar, also 
known as Burma. 

A team of four vets from the charity arrived 
in the former capital, Yangon, on Monday. 

Philip Russell, who lives in Beckenham, is 
WSPA’s director of disaster management. 
He said: “By saving animals’ lives you save 
people’s lives. 

“If you are a poor farming family and 
disaster strikes and your animals are killed, 
starving or diseased, the impact on your 
family is going to be devastating - you’ve lost 
your livelihood. 

“The Myanmar economy depends on the 
export of rice and the nutrition of the whole 
nation depends on rice. 

‘The area hit is the biggest rice producing 
area in the country. If the animals, like buffa¬ 


lo, that are used to plough the paddy fields die, 
then that whole part of the economy would 
crash with devastating consequences. 

“There are 50 to 60 days starting now from 
when the rice crops must be planted.” 

Mr Russell has been working for WSPA 
for the past four years and has led disaster 
interventions in Thailand and Sri Lanka 
after the 2004 tsunami, Pakistan after the 
earthquake in 2005 and in Bangladesh 
after Cyclone Sidr struck last year. 

“When you’ve lost everything, including pos¬ 
sibly your family and you’ve still got your faith¬ 
ful dog, it has an important psychological 
impact - it can help people recover,” he said. 

The former major in the Parachute 
Regiment is hoping to join his team in 
Myanmar in a couple of days. 


WSPA is working with the UN’s Food and 
Agriculture Organisation to provide aid for 
animals caught up in the disaster. 

Myanmar’s regime, led by General Than 
Shwe, has been criticised for refusing permis¬ 
sion for outside aid agencies to enter the 
country. 

However, Mr Russell said the authorities 
had been helpful and grateful for their advice 
and support. 

He said: “It is important for truly effective 
work that charities work with governments 
wherever they are. 

“With disaster work a lot is about common 
sense and pragmatism.” 

The 56-year-old joined WSPA after working 
in the Sudan for the Foreign Office as a field 
officer during the civil war there. 


His passion for wildlife and animals devel¬ 
oped during many years of military service in 
Africa, where he was awarded an MBE for his 
work in South Africa in 1996. 

Mr Russell said the team were due to reach 
the Irrawaddy Delta, the area the cyclone hit, by 
the weekend where they would begin assessing 
where emergency feed, veterinary healthcare 
and disease control was needed most. 

Efforts will first go into saving as many 
livestock animals such as pigs and poultry 
and working animals such as cattle and buf¬ 
falo, he said. 

The charity relies on donations to provide 
emergency disaster relief for animals and 
their owners around the world. 

Mr Russell said $100,000 (£51,000) would 
enable the team to reach up to 70,000 ani¬ 
mals, which would in turn save the liveli¬ 
hoods of 25,000 families. 

“When animals get caught in a disaster 
their stress levels rises making them suscep¬ 
tible to disease,” he said, explaining how the 
team had to prevent disease spreading 
between different groups of animals. 

He said the team would move dogs and 
other pets that had been taken into survivor 
camps created after the cyclone destroyed a 
million bamboo and wooden homes, to tempo¬ 
rary shelters. 

“It is sensible to separate animals from 
humans living in close proximity and in 
unsanitary conditions in disease-prone envi¬ 
ronments,” he said.

Residents await decision 

on controversial plan to 
store chemical at docks

A DECISION on whether to 
allow 2,500 tonnes of a potential¬ 
ly hazardous chemical to be 
stored at Chatham Docks is 
expected to be made in the 
next fortnight. 

Steel firm Arcelor Mittal Kent Wire has 
submitted a controversial application to 
house huge quantities of the ammonium 
nitrate compound within yards of Medway 
police HQ and hundreds of homes. 

Statutory bodies such as the Health and 
Safety Executive, and the Environment 
Agency, are in the process of reviewing 
the controversial application. 

Medway Council chiefs will then take 
their views, as well as those of the police 
and homeowners, into account before they 
make a ruling. 

Arcelor Mittal came under fire recently 
when it emerged that quantities of the 
chemical have already been shipped in and 
out of Chatham Docks. 

A spokesman confirmed the firm had 
handled more than 7,000 tonnes of the 
material since 2006, but was only recently 
made aware they needed hazardous 
chemical consent to store more than 1,000 
tonnes at a time. 

He said: “At this point we made an 
immediate application to Medway 
Council. We have done absolutely nothing 
wrong in this matter and throughout the 
whole process have acted under instruc¬ 
tion with full compliance.” 

Campaigns 

The application has been slammed by 
Medway’s political parties, which have all 
launched campaigns opposing Arcelor 
Mittel’s application. 

Paul Clark, Labour MP for Gillingham 
and Rainham, has set up an online group 
calling for the proposal to be binned. 

Hundreds of members of the social net¬ 
working website, Facebook, have added 
their name to the ‘No ammonium nitrate in 
Chatham Dockyard’ petition. 

One member wrote: “Are Arcelor Mittal 
mad? Who in their right mind would want 
to put this right next to a residential area. 

“Lower Gillingham has become a dump¬ 
ing ground for everything that no one else 
wants.” 

Another added: “We don’t want anything 
dangerous here - even though it already is. 
Are we some sort of dumping ground? No, 
we are a town full of people.” 

A spokesman for Medway Council said: 
“Arcelor Mittal Kent Wire is aware of the 
situation and that is why it has applied to 
Medway council for permission to allow it 
to store large quantities of ammonium 
nitrate at Chatham Docks. 

“The responsibility is always on the oper¬ 
ator to apply for any consent. 

“The council is consulting with a number 
of statutory bodies before deciding on the 
application.”

ANTI-RACISM campaign¬ 
ers from Kent will take 
part in a national demon¬ 
stration against the British 
National Party in London.

The Labour 
vote has collapsed and with the 
Tories’ gains at the recent council 
elections, people may see it as a 
protest vote.” 

Ms La Roche, who lives in 
Whitstable, said although BNP 


members talk about improving 
services such as hospitals and 
schools, when they become council¬ 
lors “they do nothing”. 

She added: ‘What they don’t say is 
what they really believe - that 
schools and hospitals should only be 
for white people.” 

The demonstration and carnival, 
jointly organised by Love Music 
Hate Racism and the Unite Against 
Fascism group, starts at noon on 
June 21 from Tooley Street, which is 
behind the London Assembly build¬ 
ing, near Tower Bridge. 

Protesters from across the country 
will march to Trafalgar Square, 
along with floats and performing 
artists in what the groups have 
labelled a “show of unity against the 
Nazis”. 

The recent Love Music Hate 
Racism carnival in Hackney’s 
Victoria Park saw ex-Clash bassist 
Paul Simonon - who played at a piv¬ 
otal Rock Against Racism concert in 
1978 - perform with Damon Albam 
in their new band The Good, The 
Bad and The Queen.

MP says delay 
in road work 
threatens lives 

A CONSERVATIVE frontbencher has told the 
Government that further delays to road 
improvements in west Kent could “seriously 
threaten lives”. 

Greg Clark, MP for Tunbridge Wells, has 
written to Transport Minister Tom Harris 
pushing the need for dualling work on the A21 
from Tonbridge to Pembury and from Kippings 
Cross to Lamberhurst to begin in 2010-11. 

He said if Ruth Kelly, the Transport 
Secretary, failed to approve the scheme before 
the summer the start date would be affected 
by at least a year. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust’s £227 million new hospital in Pembury, 
which will be built under a Private Finance 
Initiative deal, is due to open in 2011. 

Mr Clark said: “Any delay to the dualling 
would cause significant congestion around the 
hospital and would demonstrate an unwel¬ 
come lack of co-ordination between 
Government departments. I believe it could 
also seriously threaten lives.”

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Town centre plans could 
be end of lin e for railway 


Centurv -old 
service not 

included in 

council plan

THE future of a historic steam 
railway is under threat from 
proposals to regenerate a town 
centre. 

If implemented, a coimcil’s area action 
plan for Sittingboume could see the cen¬ 
tury-old service discontinued unless it is 
included in the public consultation. 

Supporters of the railway, which first 
opened in 1905, are being urged to com¬ 
ment on the proposals via Swale 
Borough Council’s website before the 
deadline of June 20. 

The Sittingboume and Kemsley Light 
Railway is the largest tourist attraction 
in Swale, with an estimated 700,000 vis¬ 
itors since it opened to the public 40 
years ago. 

Tony James, general manager of the 
railway, told KOS Media they have been 
consistently overlooked by those heading 
the redevelopment. 

He said: “The private consultants were 
at the exhibition, but they couldn’t tell 
you very much. They seem to know noth¬ 
ing about the town.” 

Mr James said the council assured him 
he would be consulted, but he was not 
invited to a meeting for local businesses 
and others interested in the develop¬ 
ment last week at Wyvem Hall. 

‘Double whammy’ 

In its leaflet ‘Challenges and opportu¬ 
nities for Sittingboume town centre’, no 
mention is made of the area’s railway or 
heritage - something that Mr James 
believes is a major omission. 

The uncertainty over the railway's 
future has not been helped by the recent 
closure of Sittingboume Paper Mill, 
upon whose land the track lies and 
which is now up for sale. 

Mr James said the decision is a “double 
whammy” and that the owners, M-Real, 
have given them notice to quit effective 
from January 29 next year unless a com¬ 
promise can be found. 

Ian Lewis, the council’s project manag¬ 
er, said: “As part of the ongoing master 
planning process, Swale council and its 
consultants will be meeting with the 
organisation to understand their aspira¬ 
tions and its role within a regenerated 
Sittingboume. 

“We understand the landowner is giv¬ 
ing the light railway the opportunity to 
buy the land over which it runs.” 

Mr James said they could not afford to 
buy the land. He said: “In a perfect world 
the owners would simply give us the 
land on which we mn, or lease it to us at 
a peppercorn rate. They might not even 
sell for another five years, so we don’t 
know whether we are coming or going.”

Bishop warns 
radical Islam 
could fill the 
spiritual void 

THE marginalisation of Christianity 
among the mainstream population in 
Britain could open the door to an 
increase in radical Islamic beliefs, 
according to the Bishop of Rochester. 

Dr Michael Nazir-Ali, who was bom 
in Pakistan of Christian parents, said 
Christian beliefs had helped to create 
a society based on tolerance and lib¬ 
erty. 

But writing in the current affairs 
magazine Standpoint, he said that 
the attitudes that led to those princi¬ 
ples were in decline. 

And this left the “comprehensive” 
claims of radical Islam as one system 
that could fill this spiritual void. 

The bishop said the loss of what he 
described as a Christian consensus 
had led to the breakdown of the tradi¬ 
tional family unit, drug and alcohol 
abuse and a lack of respect for others. 

This weakened identity had suc¬ 
cessfully resisted the ideas of 
Marxism, he said. 

“But we are now confronted with 
another equally serious ideology,” 
said Dr Nazir-Ali. 

“That of radical Islam, which also 
claims to be comprehensive in scope. 
What resources do we have to face yet 
another ideological battle?” 

He said the Church should be more 
robust in standing up for its own 
beliefs, including the consideration of 
what it means to be human and take 
part in complex debates, such as 
those on abortion, euthanasia and 
stem cell research.

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Celebrating Caesar’s 
landing site

A SPECTACULAR memorial 
commemorating the invasion 
of Britain by Julius Caesar’s 
Roman legions has been pro¬ 
posed for the beach between 
Walmer and Deal. 

The site witnessed the landing by cen¬ 
turions of the elite 10th Legion, who 
waded ashore to confront an army of 
Britons, their bodies painted with woad 
and wielding swords, spears, and axes. 

After a short fight, the Britons fled 
before the disciplined invaders with 
their heavy armour and sophisticated 
weaponry. 

Some 10,000 imperial troops took part 
in the landings, but they retreated to the 
Continent shortly after the invasion of 
55BC, only to return a year later. 

Again their occupation was only tempo¬ 
rary and it wasn’t until AD43 that the 
Romans came to this country to stay for 
centuries. 

The idea of commemorating the first 
invasion came from Deal and Walmer 
Chamber of Commerce member Peter 
Jull. 

His suggestion is for the prow of a war¬ 
ship to be recreated, with the figure of 
Caesar on the bow. On the shore would be 


the standard bearer whose words, “Jump 
down, men, unless you want to betray 
your eagle [the Roman standard] to the 
enemy” preceded the battle. 

A pair of Roman soldiers poised to 
attack would also feature alongside him. 

Facing the invading forces would be 
two warriors on foot and a two-man 
horse-drawn chariot. 

The cost is estimated at £120,000 or 
more and an application has been put for¬ 
ward to the Heritage Lottery Fund by 
Mr Jull, who runs a photography shop 
in Deal. 

He said: “The scene can be recreated 
with some accuracy as Caesar actually 
wrote what happened. 

“He said the water was deep and the 
Britons could be seen onshore, their bod¬ 
ies daubed with a blue dye called woad. 

“Initially the Romans were hesitant, 
but the words from the standard bearer 
spurred them into action.” 

At present the landing - one of the 
most important moments in British his¬ 
tory - is merely recorded by a stone 
plaque. 

Mr Jull feels the planned diorama - 
which would be close to the site of Deal 
castle - would be more appropriate. 

“At the moment I am looking for an 
artist to come forward with some 
sketched ideas,” he said.

Jane Darling, a teacher at Grange Park, 
said: “The project is one of the best experiences 
of my life as a teacher.

The project will culminate in a performance 
on June 13 for parents, teachers and guests.

Making the most 
of the Olympics 

CANTERBURY Christ Church University 
has played its part in helping areas outside 
London take advantage of the 2012 
Olympics. 

The university’s centre for sport, physical 
education and activity research hosted a 
‘think-tank’ event last week to look at how 
different regions, including the South East, 
could benefit from the games. 

The event saw academics, sports experts 
and policy-makers come together to discuss 
strategies and tactics to help areas max¬ 
imise the cultural, social and health oppor¬ 
tunities available. 

Mike Weed, the university’s professor of 
sport in society, said: “The importance of 
the opportunities presented by the London 
2012 Olympic Games is signified by the 
explosion of interest among government 
and public sector agencies at national and 
regional level. 

“The aim of this event was to look at ways 
individuals and organisations outside of 
London can make the most of the pre- 
Games period and boost sport develop¬ 
ment, health promotion and community 
well-being and pride across the region.”

VENUES across Kent could be 
playing host to the world’s elite 
Paralympic athletes ahead of 
the 2012 games. 

Eight of the county’s sports venues have 
been selected for the official brochure pro¬ 
moting the country’s facilities to disabled 
sportsmen and women from around the 
world. 

The Dartford Judo Centre, the University 
of Kent in Canterbury, Sevenoaks School 
and the Stour Leisure Centre in Ashford 
were among the training centres listed and 
could be chosen by international teams. 

Also among the venues chosen was the 
soon-to-be-built Medway Park sports facili¬ 
ty. The £11 million state-of-the-art venue 
will be built on the site of the current Black 
Lion Leisure Centre in Gillingham. 

Medway Park has already been included 
in the official pre-2012 Olympic training 
camp guide for 13 different events, making 
it the seventh biggest approved multi-sport 
facility in the country. 

Cllr Mike Hill, the county council’s cabi¬ 
net member for community services, said: 
“This is excellent news and something very 
exciting for Kent that elite Paralympians 
and Olympians could be coming to our 
facilities to train. 

Benefit 

“International visiting athletes will help 
promote Kent to the world and bring eco¬ 
nomic benefit to the area. It really height¬ 
ens our anticipation for the Olympics and 
Paralympics coming to the UK.” 

Paralympic 800m champion and Medway 
sporting ambassador Danny Crates added: 
“I’m delighted Medway Park has been 
approved as a training base for Paralympic 
teams ahead of London 2012. 

“The provision of high-quality, fully- 
accessible facilities highlights Medway’s 
long-term commitment to promoting dis¬ 
ability sport before, during and after 2012.” 

The county was found to have the most 
pre-Games training camps for Olympians 
in the country in March and KCC said the 
latest announcement improves Kent’s 
chance of welcoming elite sportspeople 
ahead of the Games. 

The British Paralympic Association listed 
possible venues and assessed them against 
criteria including access and transport 
links to London. Other chosen venues 
include Canterbury High School, Polo 
Farm Sports Club in Canterbury and 
Valley Leisure Centre in Folkestone. 

The venues were all submitted to the 
association by Kent County Council as part 
of its campaign to bring long-term benefits 
to the county from the 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

The venues will also be promoted to 
international teams at this summer’s 
Beijing Games.

Price hike really 
takes the biscuit 

WE are constantly told we should use our 
cars less, fly less and generally do all we 
can to reduce our carbon footprints. 

In a world of fast-encroaching climate 
change and limited natural resources that 
is a responsible message and the right one 
for us to hear from governments, business¬ 
es and individuals. 

It is galling then to find that those who 
get on a train are being punished in the 
pocket for doing so. 

Southeastern is by no means the only 
rail company taking advantage of huge 
government subsidies and high fare hikes, 
but taking advantage they most certainly 
are. 

This week we learn they are raising their 
prices once again, this time on the price of 
parking at stations. 

Private companies should be allowed to 
make profits - and at £1 million a month 
Southeastern certainly does - but they 
must not be allowed to ride roughshod over 
passengers at a time when they should be 
encouraged onto trains not off them. 

The purpose of government subsidies for 
rail companies is to improve the service to 
passengers, but as much as possible must 
be done to make sure there are as many 
passengers using the trains as can be. 

The more passengers are hit in the pock¬ 
et, the more they will turn back to their 
fume-spewing cars. 

If the Government, or the Tories and Lib 
Dems for that matter, are serious about the 
green agenda they must act to make public 
transport far more affordable, even if that 
means stepping on the toes of private com¬ 
panies.

The Whitehouse aide 


JOHN BEYER, who worked 

with Mary Whitehouse for 

many years, explains why 
she was so important 


THERE was a huge row 
in my office when a film 
about Andy Warhol was 
to be shown by ITV. 

This was 1973 and I could see 
there were two sides to the argu¬ 
ment. There were those who 
demanded the right to see the 
programme and resented the 
interference of “that Whitehouse 
woman” to stop it. 

But there were rules that 
applied to broadcasting in those 
days - not to offend good taste or 
decency or public feeling - that 
surely ought to be observed. 

I was not very clear who was 
right. It was our routine to visit 
the local library regularly and on 
one of these expeditions I came 
upon Cleaning Up TV: From 
Protest to Participation, by Mary 
Whitehouse. 

Older readers may remember 
this was the first book ever to be 
burned on a television pro¬ 
gramme. In an episode of Til 
Death Us Do Part, Alf Garnett, 
who feared being contaminated 
by it, threw it into the fire. 

Having read the book, I felt 
Mary Whitehouse had made a 
substantial case that television, 
and the BBC in particular, was 
imposing a liberal culture and 
view of life that was out of step 
with most people’s experience and 
expectations of the corporation. 

She was asking the question, 
even in the 1960s, about how 
broadcasters were accountable to 
the public they were supposed to 
be serving. I first met Mary in 


Birmingham. She was very 
approachable and eager to know 
what I had to say. She came 
across as very straightforward 
and down to earth. As I got to 
know her I found she was good 
company and had a sense of 
humour, but the tensions of run¬ 
ning the campaign took their toll, 
with frequent migraine attacks. 

She was not a bit like the image 
created by the media. I started 
working alongside her in 1976 
and became the first paid official 
in the National Viewers’ and 
Listeners’ Association. 

On the first day, October 4, 
1976, we dashed down to London 
for a press conference in Fleet 
Street. 

My role was in the background, 
dealing with subscriptions and 
donations, handling correspon¬ 
dence, which arrived in bulging 
sacks, and generally running the 
organisation. 

The office was a large room in 
the Whitehouse home and I was 
astonished at how much there 
was to do all the time: letters to 
the BBC, to ITV and later 
Channel 4, as well as to senior 


politicians and civil servants. 

Mary was an impressive woman 
and very sure that she was right 
to challenge the broadcasters. 

She felt from the earliest days 
that the ordinary viewer and lis¬ 
tener was not adequately repre¬ 
sented and devised a revolution¬ 
ary scheme to establish an 
Independent Broadcasting 
Council that would research, 
monitor and provide an official 
means through which the public 
could make their voice heard. 

The attitude of the broadcasters 
to complaints was one of disdain 
and being impervious to criticism. 
The towering achievement of the 
campaign is the legislation that 
makes child pornography and 
abuse images illegal. It is thanks 
to her foresight that we achieved 
the Protection of Children Act in 
1978. 

Although we achieved other 
successes, I believe the fact that 
the programme Filth: The Mary 
Whitehouse Story has itself 
attracted so much attention and 
discussion about broadcasting 
standards is part of that legacy. 

There remains great public con¬ 



cern about standards, as shown in 
a Radio Times poll last week, 
which found that 95 per cent 
think the watershed is necessary, 
74 per cent think there is too 
much violence on TV, 69 per cent 
too much swearing and 52 per 
cent too much sex. 

The programme was an affec¬ 
tionate portrayal of Mary and her 
husband Ernest, who had to 
make life-changing decisions 
about what they should do. 

Mary was not really a 'hat’ or 
'blue rinse’ person and did not 
ride a bike with a basket on the 
front. However, she did meet with 
top officials at the BBC and gov¬ 
ernment ministers and this, I 
believe, puts the campaign into a 
proper perspective. 

Mary raised serious issues 
about the role of television in our 
society and the impact it was hav¬ 
ing. In many ways these issues 
are as important today as they 
were in the 1960s and that is why 
the work continues with medi- 
awatch-uk.

I travelled from Biggin Hill especially to see 
this open day. Also announced was a fly-past, 
an RAF re-enactment group, and a host of 
vintage military vehicles and aircraft. 

The weather in the early morning was 
grim, so it was not too unexpected that the 
big fly-past had been cancelled. But by 11am 
the sun came out and the rest of the day was 
glorious sunshine and wispy clouds. 

Hundreds turned out on this bank holiday 
weekend. They were to be very disappointed. 
None of the re-enactors’ events, the book sign¬ 
ing, or vintage vehicles were there. All were 
cancelled, leaving the big crowd with nothing 
to do. Who on earth took this extraordinary 
decision? As it happens, the weather was so 
good that at 2pm there was an appearance by 
the Red Arrows, who landed and did no more. 

Why was everything else cancelled? At 
Biggin Hill, no matter what the weather, the 
ground display is always there. We often hear 
how Manston is ideally placed to accept more 
jets and how it might take much of the 
increase in air traffic. But if the authorities 
can cancel a simple open day because of bad 
weather, perhaps the airlines have already 
got the message and taken their custom else¬ 
where.

Misled over stem cells 

It is a self-evident biological fact that the 
stem cells in the baby’s cord are a part of the 
baby being bom.

The physiolo¬ 
gy of the cord after the baby is bom’ should 
be in every medical textbook. It ought to be 
included in the GCSE syllabus. University 
professors are not ethical in “first doing no 
harm” when they discovered the stem cells in 


the 1990s. They should have taken efforts to 
correct medical malpractice. 

Midwives and obstetricians are misled by 
their training and education into clamping. 

It is also immoral and unethical that you 
print only half a story and use emotional 
blackmail to fool us all.

Southern’s big secret 

How many people use Cowden station these 
days, classed by Southern as too small to 
deserve a full rail service? It’s a secret - 
Southern refuses to say. 

How many would be needed for Cowden to 
be re-classified as a station worthy of a better 
service? How many would condemn us to a 
lower standard of service - or even closure, 
Beeching-style? Southern won’t say. Are we 
asking the wrong questions? It took 10 weeks 
before Southern responded to these questions 
with a dismissive letter. 

At the only time passengers and taxpayers 
will have the opportunity to put their views 
on the rail service - when the new franchise 
conditions are being drafted - we are being 
denied any insight into the processes behind 
the treatment of smaller rural stations. 

If the franchise fails to address these 
issues, passengers will have to wait another 
six or eight years for another opportunity. 

Southern’s claims of listening to passengers 
and promising to serve them are at odds with 
their secretive and immovable mind set. 
Readers of the press will have seen a recent 
advertisement inviting passengers to join the 
Southern Stakeholder Advisory Board. 

The SAB gives the impression passengers’ 
views count. We’ll never know: the annual 
report consists of pictures, generalities and 
self-congratulation. It meets for a couple of 
horns, six times a year, publishes no minutes 
and all members sign a pledge of secrecy. 
While preparing Cowden Parish Council’s 
submission to the franchise team, both 
Southern and the Department for Transport 
refused to disclose the amount of taxpayer 
subsidy. After some digging we found it - 


almost £300 million over three years. 

Cowden station has shown remarkable 
growth and Southern deserve much credit for 
the improved service. In the absence of actual 
statistics, the bulging car park could be a 
good indicator. In 2000 (under Connex) there 
was an average of six cars on a week day. 
Today there are 32 - a five-fold increase. A 
recent study showed an improved timetable 
would produce another 66 per cent increase. 
For every 100 journeys by Cowden residents 
through Cowden station, another 66 are 
made from other stations - Oxted, Lingfield, 
Dormans etc - at a heavy cost to commuters 
forced to go elsewhere because of peak-time 
gaps in the service. An additional stop at 
Cowden would add one minute to the run¬ 
ning time. Are Southern’s shareholders aware 
of the growth potential, or loss of business?

The Kent and Medway lifelong 
Learning Network was launched 
three years ago and representa¬ 
tives of further and higher 
education colleges and universi¬ 
ties met at the University of 
Greenwich at Medway to report 
on the progress. 

The programme consists of a 
system of recognised credits, 
which are designed to allow 
people to train towards new 
qualifications in stages, move 
between courses and take part 
in continuing professional 
development schemes. 

Specific 

Dr Margaret Noble, the 
network’s chair, said: “This is a 
tremendous and ground-break¬ 
ing collaboration. 

“We have identified our key 
target sectors and are working 
with employers and the appropri¬ 
ate sector skills councils.” 

She said the network was 
already supporting 500 new 
learners through foundation 
degrees, bridging programmes 
and work-based initiatives. 

“In Kent and Medway just 24 
per cent of the overall workforce 
have high level skills and, in 
some specific areas, this falls to 
just seven per cent. The average 
for the South East is 30 per 
cent. Our research also reveals 
that one in six of the local work¬ 
force have low levels of literacy 
and numeracy.

Citroen launches the elegant C5 Tourer fol¬ 
low-up on June 17 using the same irreverent 
Teutonic advertising style we have seen for 
the saloon, with lines like “Deutsch Marque”, 
“Smit hot”, “A Touch of Klaus” and, specifically 
for the estate, “Das Boot”. 

The underlying message is that this is a 
Citroen with all the flair of old, but now built 
to German standards. 

The Tourer - priced from £16,695 - will also 
differ significantly from the three German 
executive estates it seeks to score points off - 
the Audi A4 Avant, BMW 3-Series Touring 
and Mercedes-Benz C-Class Estate - by offer¬ 
ing a genuinely capacious rather than 
‘lifestyle’ load space. 

This can be made even easier to access too by 
specifying Citroen’s famous ‘Hydractive’ self- 



levelling suspension together with a motorised 
tailgate and is available on a three-year zero 
per cent finance deal. 

The new C5 range still has some quirky 
Citroen touches such as the steering wheel 
boss remaining stationary while the rim 
rotates, but it is truly good to drive and a far 
better ownership proposition this time. 

The newcomer even looks German in 
styling, being easily mistaken for an Audi 
until you see the double chevron chrome mous¬ 
tache across the bonnet rather than Audi’s 
heavy ‘goatee’. 

And the really big news is Citroen’s climb 
down from a tradition of fitting hydro-pneu¬ 


matic suspension across the range on bigger 
models; unlike the previous and rather ugly 
C5, cheaper versions of the new car have con¬ 
ventional springing. 

There are two benefits here: firstly, con¬ 
sumers still distrust the reliability and main¬ 
tenance costs of the air system even though 
the previous C5 was Citroen’s best performer 
in the important What Car?/JD Power 2008 
customer satisfaction survey and outper¬ 
formed stalwarts like the Ford Mondeo and 
Vauxhall Vectra. 

Secondly, not everyone - especially anyone 
contemplating a move from a German execu¬ 
tive model - will like the soft handling that 
comes with Hydractive, even if the ride quali¬ 
ty is sublime. 

Along with the suspension option and 
huge upgrade in cabin quality, we can 
expect Citroen’s excellent diesel engines to 
sell the C5 Tomer well; two petrol units 
are offered but they will surely have few 
takers when there are four lively yet economi¬ 
cal HDi diesels available, particularly if the 
estate car is expected to earn its keep as a 
load-lugger.

But the car is also designed to champion biofuels 
to reduce C02 emissions, particularly while we 
wait for ‘holy grail’ eco-technologies like the hydro¬ 
gen fuel cell and plug-in electric power for the 
mass market. 

Unfortunately, potential conflict between biofuel 
and food production has made the stance unpopular, 
though Saab argues we need to pursue ‘second-gener¬ 
ation biofuels’ using waste by-products. 

An example is the use of agricultural production 
such as straw, rather than the main crop, and blend¬ 
ing these with petrol to reduce overall emissions.

It cannot match the IS-F 
for performance, but the 
204bhp 2.5-litre V6 petrol unit 
delivers 0-62mph in 8.1 sec¬ 
onds, takes the car to 140mph 
and looks a good buy for those 
who will dream about owning 
the more powerful car. 


Baby Peugeot the UK’s eco-favourite 


WE doubted whether Peugeot’s 
version of the tripartite city 
car project would fare well 
against expected cheaper pric¬ 
ing for Citroen’s Cl alterna¬ 
tive and the greater cachet of 
Toyota’s Aygo spin-off. 

But the Peugeot 107 proved 
to be the UK’s best-selling 
low-emissions vehicle in 2007. 
The flagship 107 Urban Move 
version was key to its success 
and is enhanced for June.

(from £8,295) comes with air 
con, a rev counter, driver and 
passenger airbags, electric 
power steering and radio/CD 
player with MP3 connectivity 
and metallic paint, plus the 
107’s four-star Euro NCAP 
safety rating.

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Kuga sees Ford spring 
back into UK 4x4 sector 



STEVELOADER 


IT is not typical of Ford to simply 
dabble in motor sectors. 

When the UK market leader decides to enter 
a section of the market, it tends to go in mob¬ 
handed and aim for top spot, which is why it 
has three of the best MPVs in the business - 
in short, it does not ‘do’ niche marketing. 

But it has dithered in the UK 4x4 sector; 
remember the slow-selling Ford Maverick? 
Not much of a Maverick or one-off when you 
recall that it was identical to Nissan’s Terrano. 

How about the Ford Explorer? Yep, big on 
cowboy ‘butch-ness’ and more aptly named 
than the Maverick - especially as you needed 
to go hunting for an oil well to run the thing. 

Such a pussy-footing approach to 4x4s mar¬ 
keting here is something of an irony too, since 
this class was a cornerstone for the group’s 
North American sales in recent times, until 
the latest oil crisis turned it into a millstone. 

All of which makes Ford’s return to the 4x4 
sector in the UK rather risky: it has no track 
record to shout about and ‘4x4’ is about the 
worst possible marketing label in the current 
economic/social climate. 

But “Not all 4x4s are the same”, as Honda 
has been keen to tell us when trumpeting its 
more environmentally acceptable CR-V, cur¬ 
rently the best-seller in the compact 4x4 or 


SUV (sports utility vehicle) sector. 

Ford hopes to sidestep the ‘4x4 gas-guzzler’ 
label too with its smart new Kuga, arriving dur¬ 
ing June - we’ll have a driving report shortly. 

The car’s 2.0-litre TDCi turbodiesel averages 
more than 40mpg and emits just 169 g/km of 
C02 - the lowest in its sector. 

The Kuga’s case will be helped too by some 
of the sharpest styling in the compact SUV 
arena, plus a potent blend of driver-orientated 
Focus chassis and 4x4 savvy from its Volvo 
subsidiary. 

Kuga prices start at £20,495 for the main¬ 
stream Zetec version, with the Titanium flag¬ 


ship priced at £22,495. 

Though marketed as a premium product, 
standard kit is generous including: keyless start, 
17-inch alloys, air con, electronic stability pro¬ 
gramme (ESP) and MP3 audio compatibility. 

It is all part of Ford’s current mantra to drive 
upmarket; like other mainstream makers it 
can see its old blue collar business - the very 
foundation of the Ford empire - being taken 
by cheap and cheerful brands. 

So, while keeping in touch with the company 
car sector that is still its bread and butter, the 
‘Blue Oval’ is wooing private buyers with more 
upmarket models like the new Mondeo and 


sporty S-Max seven-seat MPV - Ford sales to 
private buyers are up 6.3 per cent so far in 
2008 compared with last year. 

Ford recognises that low C02 models like 
the new Kuga will also help private car sales. 
Significantly, registrations of low sub-120g/km 
C02 versions of the revised Ford Focus hit 
1,796 in April - total Focus diesel sales in April 
were 3,744. 

The company does produce a special 1.6 
TDCi ECOnetic version of the Focus emitting 
just 115g/km of C02, although the standard 
version of the same car exceeds this figure by 
just 4g.

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Vroom with a view 
in new flying Astra 



THERE is no shortage of panoramic 
roofs available on people carriers. 

They have become a bit like the fad for 
adding conservatories to houses. 

But a big glass roof on a low-slung hatch¬ 
back, preferably with extra horsepower, is 
something a bit different. 

And £850 buys you just that on an Astra 
Sports Hatch - the racy three-door version of 
Vauxhairs family hatchback model. 

The windscreen starts from the usual place 
but finishes level with the door pillar and 
behind your head, interrupted only by the rear 
-view mirror; if you always fancied flying a 
small plane then this could be the closest thing 
to it on the road. 

OK, you can’t loop the loop or barrel roll, but 
you do feel like you’re flying or at least driving 
something special. 

It can feel a bit too bright up there - sorry, in 
there - but Vauxhall has got that covered, 
literally, with a blind to pull across where the 
roof would be on a conventional Astra. This big 
blind also carries a pair of conventional flip- 
down sunblinds too, for extra protection. 

And this makes a key point about panoram¬ 
ic roofs: they are not really for hot sunny days, 


but more for those cloudy bright or even 
downright miserable days when you need all 
the light you can get. 

In fact, despite the Astra’s glass supposedly 
filtering out a lot of heat and UV, it did get a 


little too hot at times and countering this 
proved too much for the electronic climate con¬ 
trol - a £275 extra fitted to our test car that 
would appear more liability than improve¬ 
ment on the standard air-con. 


But our test car was pleasantly hot in anoth¬ 
er way, because it was the turbocharged 
1.6-litre SRi; not quite the testosterone- 
charged 240PS 237bhp 2.0-litre VXR but 
rather nicer to drive.

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Where the VXR is all brute force and igno¬ 
rance, the 178bhp SRi is subtle, but feels just 
as fast because it requires far less effort to get 
the best from it. The turbo feeds in extra power 
progressively and there is little hint of a tug on 
the wheel. 

Once cruising, the engine quietens and a 
tallish sixth gear offers decent motorway trav¬ 
el, while this car eats up cross-country routes, 
turning smartly and tidily into the comers 
with a flat stance and without the over-firm 
ride you might expect as the trade-off. 

It also looks the part on the performance 
front; it does not have the prizefighter looks of 
the VXR, but the big alloys and less obvious 


body trimmings make it look powerful. I also 
still think the four-year-old Astra design cuts a 
unique and stylish dash in its sector. 

If you need maximum space then you should 
be looking at the five-door, but the Sport Hatch 
is still not bad, although the high sill rear win¬ 
dows and low roofline might make passengers 
in the back feel like the car really was taking 
flight and pulling some serious G-force. 

The boot is sizeable though the aperture on 
the three-door is more shrunken than on the 
five-door. 

Turning to the cabin design, it is starting to 
look drab even if Vauxhall interiors are of 
higher than average quality in the main¬ 


stream sector and offer plenty of stowage 
compartments and pockets. 

Our car was largely black and grey inside 
with alloy highlights - mercifully none of the 
latter reflecting onto the windscreen as on the 
Zafira and Antara. 

Some spark or some colour is needed and it 
was interesting to see recently on the new 
Agila supermini/MPV how Vauxhall may be 
moving in the future - some of the treatments 
could be the start of an exciting trend. 

And whatever happened to red seat belts?

Legislation is 
changing the 
environnient 
for business 

THE Government set several 
green targets in the last Budget 
and the Climate Change Bill. 

The Budget’s environmental 
aims with implications for business 
include: the establishment of a car¬ 
bon budget; the aim to have one 
million jobs in environmental 
industries in the next two years; a 
zero-carbon target for all non¬ 
domestic buildings by 2019; and a 
range of tax incentives to encour¬ 
age businesses to use fuel-efficient 
company cars. 

The proposed Climate Change 
Bill is the first of its kind in any 
country and provides a long-term 
framework for the UK to realisti¬ 
cally achieve its goals of reducing 
carbon dioxide emissions. It will 
also enable steps to be taken 
towards adapting to the impact of 
climate change and is due to 
receive Royal Assent this summer. 

The main target of the bill is the 
reduction of carbon dioxide emis¬ 
sions by 26-32 per cent by the year 
2020, and by at least 60 per cent by 
2050, compared with levels in 1990. 

Other key areas include: the pub¬ 
lishing of five-yearly carbon budg¬ 
ets; a Committee for Climate 
Change; the assessment of the risk 
to the UK from the impacts of cli¬ 
mate change; waste reduction pilot 
schemes; trading schemes for the 
purpose of limiting greenhouse 
gases; and amendments to the pro¬ 
visions of the Energy Act 2004 on 
renewable transport fuel obliga¬ 
tions.

COCK-A-HOOP this week was 
the Forum of Private Business, 
which has many members in 
Kent, after a campaign forced a 
U-tum over the phasing out of 
cheque payments. 

The forum welcomed the Payments 
Council’s new National Payments Plan, in 
which it agrees not to phase out cheque pay¬ 
ments until adequate alternatives are in 
place. 

Research carried out by the forum at the 
end of last year revealed that most of the 
smaller businesses surveyed wanted market 
forces to determine when they should switch 
payment methods. 

About half of all respondents believed that 
removing cheque payments within the next 
seven years would harm their businesses. 

A huge 95 per cent said they regularly pay 
other businesses - including suppliers, utili¬ 
ty companies and insurers - by cheque, and 
the same proportion continues to accept 
cheques. About 55 per cent said cheques are 
their most frequent means of payment. 

However, many businesses ranked cheques 


a close second to cash as their least preferred 
method of being paid, and welcomed alterna¬ 
tives in the longer term. More than 60 per 
cent prefer Bankers’ Automated Clearing 
Services (BACS), which are direct payments 
from one bank account into another. 

This information has brought about a 
change of heart from the Payments Council, 
which had suggested that banks stop clear¬ 
ing cheques altogether by 2018, following a 
decline in their use as a method of payment 
and many retail and other outlets had 
stopped accepting them. 

“Research and anecdotal evidence shows 
that, even in a world filled with electronic 
telecommunications, many small businesses, 
including start-ups, still rely on cheque pay¬ 
ments,” said FPB senior member services 
representative, Philip Moody. “Holding back 
the phasing out of cheques is a commonsense 
response to our lobbying.” 

The FPB is not averse to a fight. In a bid to 
help firms maintain a healthy cash flow, lob¬ 
bying by the forum was a key part of the 
introduction of the Late Payment of 
Commercial Debts (Interests) Act in 1998, 
which allows companies to charge interest on 
late payments.

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Investors aiming to 


reap fat of the land 


FARMLAND prices are soar¬ 
ing at record highs and at 
the fastest rate for 30 years. 

Investors see it as a safe haven in 
an economic storm, and rich city 
dwellers and foreign buyers seek a 
slice of the idyllic rural dream. 

The market is in sharp contrast to 
the residential and commercial prop¬ 
erty scene where prices have been 
tumbling. Knight Frank estate 
agency recently launched a survey 
which showed the average price of 
farmland rose more than 10 per cent 
in the first three months of this year. 

The agency said arable land had 
become particularly profitable 
because of the global demand for basic 
commodities, such as cereals, that 
average prices had rocketed to £5,500 
an acre from £4,000 a year ago. 

Andrew Shirley, head of rural land 
research at the agency, said farms in 
Kent had been selling for more than 
£6,000 an acre when last year they 
would have been fetching £3,500. 

This was confirmed by Nigel 
Porter, partner in charge of the land 
management department at Strutt 
and Parker’s Canterbury office. But 
he stressed that a number of key fac¬ 
tors influenced prices, such as loca¬ 
tion and size of blocks. 

He said: “Land prices nationally 
have gone up hugely, and Kent is no

exception - it is a sought-after area 
with good quality agricultural land 
up to grade one, and a lot of grade 
two as well.” 

A small block of arable land in the 
right location could command up to 
£10,000 an acre, compared with 
around £6,000 a year ago, he said. 

And farmers themselves are now 
coming back into the market in a big 
way because of current high returns 
on land. 

With the market moving so fast, he 
said, it was difficult to say what land 
is worth - for example, if a piece of 
land near to other farms came on the 
market farmers keen to expand 
might engage in a bidding war which 
could see very high prices. 

Rob Lister, director of Rural and 
Business Specialists, the rural mort¬ 
gage consultants, said: ‘‘Returns from 
land are increasing and people want 
an investment where their money will 
grow and therefore land is becoming a 
sought-after investment.” 

He said this trend is being experi¬ 
enced at a very local level and in 
Kent last month a Local Land Agent 
received overwhelming demand, and 
rather unusually, sold all rural prop¬ 


erties that went to auction. 

“Both agents and the Royal Insti¬ 
tute of Chartered Surveyors report 
double-digit increases in land prices 
in 2007, with many rural properties 
in the South East selling for in excess 
of £7,000 per acre.” 

He said investors cover a wide 
spectrum from the traditional farmer 
to the institutional investor. 

Many are changing their lifestyles 
and come from many walks of life 
including IT, technical and account¬ 
ancy trades. 

“Many are lifestyle purchases look¬ 
ing for the ‘good life’ and we have 
even seen some substitute entirely 
their commercial enterprises for life 
on a smallholding; others are contin¬ 
uing their existing commercial trade 
whilst purchasing their part of‘rural 
England’. 

“They are finding the allure of the 
country space, quality of life and 
working for themselves within the 
rural economy too much to ignore.”

Production costs 
dent farm profits 


FARMING prospects have 
improved significantly compared 
to recent years - but businesses 
mustn’t lose sight of rocketing pro¬ 
duction costs in the market place 
making profitability volatile. 

The last six months have seen an 
unstable market, with wheat prices 
falling from originally quoted highs 
of £200 per tonne and £145 at har¬ 
vest to about £126 per tonne at har¬ 
vest, Fertiliser has pushed past 
£320 per tonne and red diesel is up 
to 65p per litre and rising daily. 

The high price of wheat has seen 
livestock production costs rise and 
as many fixed-price feed contracts 
finish, the sector’s profits will come 
under further pressure. Combined 
with rent increases, labour pres¬ 


sures and other cost increases, the 
need to manage risk and lower the 
overall cost of production is more 
important than ever.

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Economy is set 
for a bumpy ride

FINANCE for commercial property 
deals on both sides of the Atlantic 
is becoming increasingly hard to 
source and prices for commercial 
property in the United States saw 
their sharpest decline in February 
since records began more than 15 
years ago. 

In the UK the release of the highly regarded 
De Montfort University report on bank lend¬ 
ing suggests that banks have virtually pulled 
the plug on new business within the sector by 
pushing margins on lending to unaffordable

levels and as in the USA we have seen prices 
fall - although not quite at the pace of Amer¬ 
ica. For many economists the state of the 
commercial property market acts as a 
barometer for general economic health and if, 
as he has, former Federal Reserve guru Alan 
Greenspan warns us that there is a 50 per 
cent chance of recession in the US, then we 
should all take note. 

In Kent the commercial property market 
has proved resilient and surveyors are 
reporting continued demand (with some 
expected price slippage) as reflected in 
Locate in Kent’s recently published 2007-08 
annual report. 

But is that resilience a general reflection of 
Kent’s economy? And what is the outlook for 
the county, given concerns that both the US 
and the UK are moving precipitously 
towards recession? 

In a series of brief articles, we try to capture 
the mood of Kent’s business leaders as they 
polish their crystal ball and consider what 
lies ahead for us. 

Opening the innings for us is Ken Jones, 
partner at Canterbury-based accountants 
and business advisers Burgess Hodgson, who 
comments: 

“We are currently in a period of consider¬ 
able economic uncertainty which quite possi¬ 
bly will develop into a full-blown recession. 

“Substantial increases in food and fuel 
prices are pushing up inflation, and the Bank 
of England’s monetary policies prevent it 
from cutting interest rates much further to 
regenerate the economy. 

“One feature of this economic slow-down 
which has not been seen before is the prob¬ 
lems which the banks themselves face as a 


result of purchasing portfolios of potential 
bad debts (sub-prime mortgages) from Amer¬ 
ica. As a result of this experience banks are 
now adopting a more cautious lending policy 
with their UK customers and interest rate 
margins have increased as banks look to 
recoup their losses. 

‘With mortgage funds in short supply the 
housing market remains flat: definitely not 
rising but with no big falls at present simply 
because there are very few transactions tak¬ 
ing place in the market. 

“The economy is, however, still surprisingly 
buoyant with a high stock market and full 
employment. 

“The real challenge will come later in this 
year and in 2009 when people come to the 
end of their cheap mortgage deals and find 
that rates have risen, and the slow-down in 
the economy inevitably leads to job losses. 

“Compared with the rest of the south east, 
especially London, Kent has a relatively sta¬ 
ble economy: it tends not to boom as much in 
the good times, but on the other hand is not 
as badly affected by a recession. 

“This is particularly true in the east of the 
county where poor transport links mean that 
the ‘London effect’ is felt much less. 

“However, the high-speed passenger rail 
link to east Kent, due to be operational before 
the 2012 Olympics, will result in commuting 
to London from east Kent becoming much 
more common. House prices may rise (or not 
fall as much!) and there will be changes in 
the local economy. 

“Longer-term, the Olympics, together with 
the facilities and infrastructure which are 
created, are likely to give a boost to the coun¬ 
ty as a whole.”

FORMULA One hopeful Mike 
Conway secured his first win in 
the GP2 championship with a 
stunning display on the streets 
of Monaco last week. 

The Sevenoaks racer was left disappoint¬ 
ed after an accident in the first race, but 
was more than happy with a lights to flag 
victory in race two. 

Conway was on his way to a podium fin¬ 
ish in the sprint, which would have been his 
first of the season, but was denied by lapped 
racer Javier Villa. 

The Spaniard made a mistake at the 
Swimming Pool chicane and wiped out Con¬ 
way. However, the race was stopped and Con¬ 
way was given an eighth-place finish, which 
secured him pole position for race two. 

In the final race, Conway held off team¬ 
mate Ho Ping-Tung into the first comer 
and never looked back. 

The occasion of leading at Monaco did not 
faze Conway, as he built a nine-second lead 
over Ping-Tung. 

A safety car saw the Honda Formula One 
test driver’s commanding lead disappear, 



Conway followed in the footsteps of 2008 
Monaco Grand Prix winner Lewis Hamil¬ 
ton, who won the GP2 event last year. 

Taking his first victory at arguably one of 
the most difficult race circuits in the world, 
in front of the eyes of all the Formula 
One teams, could significantly improve 
Conway’s chances of making the step 
up to the top open-wheel category. 

A delighted Conway told the team 
website: “I just can say I’m really 
happy. This is my first win in the 
GP2 Series and it’s great how it 
came right after the disappointment 
suffered at the end of the first race. 
“Everything was perfect since the 
start, and I proved to be able to control the 
situation at all points, before and after the 
caution. The car was perfect too, allowing 
me to keep a really fast pace. In addition to 
the personal accomplishment, I think the 
result will boost my confidence for the rest 
of the season.” 

Conway will be hoping to take his new¬ 
found confidence into the next round of 
the championship at Magny-Cours in 
France on June 22.

International record for Crofts?

GILLINGHAM captain Andrew Crofts will 
make club history in Rotterdam this afternoon 
if he features in Wales’ friendly against the 
Netherlands. 

A 12th cap for the 24-year-old would be the 
most appearances for a national side made by 
a player at the club. 

Chatham-born Crofts, who qualifies for 
Wales due to a Welsh grandparent, equalled 
Ian Cox’s record of 11 on Wednesday when he 
came on as a substitute against Iceland. 

Crofts already held Gills’ record of full inter¬ 
national caps won while at the club, as several 
of Cox’s games for Trinidad & Tobago were 
against club teams rather than national sides. 

Experience 

Some fans feared Gills’ relegation from 
League One would prompt the skipper to leave 
to preserve his international career, but his 
selection shows he is still in Wales coach John 
Toshack’s hands. 

Gills boss Mark Stimson was delighted to 
see Crofts gain more international experience. 
He confirmed the club want to keep the mid¬ 
fielder next season and they had not received 
any offers, but conceded a big offer would be 
hard to turn down. 

Stimson said: “It’s great for him to get anoth¬ 
er cap. Also for us to have a representative at 
that level is good for the club, we are pleased 
he’s still with us. You want to keep your best 
players but we are no different to any other 
club in the world in that everyone has a price. 


“By mixing and travelling around with bet¬ 
ter players he should get a massive buzz out of 
it and come back into pre-season bouncing and 
on his toes.” 

Gills’ hopes of playing Crofts alongside 
Kevin Maher next season are fading after the 
latter delayed contract talks to wait for offers 
from other clubs. 

The 31-year-old was told he was surplus to 
requirements by Southend United a fortnight 
ago. 

Maher, who spent the last two months of the 
season on loan at Priestfield, trained with 
Gills’ fitness coach Danny Ellis a day later, 
heightening expectation he would rejoin on a 
permanent basis. 

Stimson told Kent on Sunday a week ago he 
was expecting to offer Maher a deal in a meet¬ 
ing this week, but talks did not go beyond an 
informal discussion. 

According to the Gills boss, Maher is paid by 
Southend until the end of July and is in no 
rush to sign a deal for next season. 

A delay is likely to hamper Gills’ chances of 
clinching the player, with clubs higher up the 
league pyramid interested. 

Stimson said: ‘We have been honest with 
each other. Kevin has said that if he were 
to start negotiating with any other club 
he would let us know so we could put in an 
offer as well. 

“Even if a League One club came in for him, 
he would still speak to us, but I’m not sure if 
we would have a chance if that happened.”

PREMIER League-bound teenager Chris 
Smalling is believed to have made a 
dramatic U-tum by snubbing Middlesbrough 
in favour of West London side Fulham, writes 
Tom Howard. 

The former Maidstone United youngster 
had signed a two-year deal with Gareth 
Southgate’s Middlesbrough at the beginning 
of May, but has since had a change of heart 
and is expected to be announced as a Fulham 
player shortly. 

He was due to start his professional football 
career with Middlesbrough in the first week of 
July, but after Kent on Sunday contacted the 
Premier League club and Maidstone United 
manager Alan Walker, it appears the deal has 
been cancelled, with Fulham the most likely 
destination. 

A spokesman from Middlesbrough said: 
“Chris did sign for us, but the deal has been 
cancelled. I do not know why or where he will 
be moving to.” 

Walker said he had been told that Smalling 
had changed his mind and had instead opted 
for a move to Fulham. 

Nearer 

He said: “I know that he will definitely not be 
moving to Middlesbrough even though he 
originally signed a deal. I believe that he has 
decided to sign for Fulham, as the club is 
nearer to home and his family.” 

Smalling, 18, had been linked with a number 
of clubs including Middlesbrough, Charlton, 
Fulham and Gillingham after impressing while 
featuring in every game of England Schoolboys’ 
Centenary Shield campaign last season. 

Smalling exclusively revealed to KOS he 
would be signing for Middlesbrough earlier 
this month and statements detailing the deal 
had been made by both Maidstone United and 
the Premier League club. 

The initial move was instigated by Middles¬ 
brough’s academy manager Dave Pamaby 
who was impressed by the Chatham Gram¬ 
mar Schoolboy when he played for England 
Schoolboys against Australia back in January. 

The central defender was impressed by the 
set-up at Middlesbrough after training with 
the reserves squad in April and followed up by 
agreeing to a two year contract which would 
have seen the 18-year-old move from Kent to 
the North East. 

However, the teenager has now changed his 
mind and is set to make the move to Craven 
Cottage with Fulham.

‘No time’ to nurture 
homegrown talent 

Bosses shoo abroad for instant success, savs scout

A SCOUT covering Kent for 
Premier League giants Chelsea, 
believes the influx of foreign 
players seriously limits opportuni¬ 
ties for youngsters to appear in top 
-flight football. 

Alf Blanford has been involved in football 
since the 1970s and has been scouting for 
Chelsea for a decade. 

He covers much of the South East for the 
club but is concerned about the impact over¬ 
seas players are making on domestic players. 

England-qualified players starting matches 
in the Premier League fell to an all-time low 
last season, making up just over a third of 
the total, according to research from the BBC 
released this week. 

Proven 

The situation has changed dramatically 
since Blanford began working for Chelsea. As 
the money in the game has multiplied, man¬ 
agers are less willing to bring a raw teenager 
into the first team, preferring to buy a proven 
player from abroad. 

Blanford was at the Cornwallis Academy in 
Maidstone this week to look at young players 
being put through their paces at a football 
school run by Soccer Elite FA. According to 
him, it is promising players like these who are 
losing out because of the changes in the game.

Blanford told Kent on Sunday: “It does real¬ 
ly have an effect. There is no doubt about it 
there are young boys within the system who 
should have an opportunity to progress. The 
top clubs want world-class players and the 
clubs have got the money to buy them. 

“Everyone wants a winning side instantly 
Managers used to be at clubs for years and they 


had time to build sides and bring young players 
through. It’s not the case now and I think it’s 
wrong because as a manager you need three or 
four seasons to get things how you want it.” 

The problem will be brought into sharp 
focus this summer with the contrasting for¬ 
tunes of domestic and international football in 
this country. 

Although Manchester United and Chelsea 
fought out the first all-English Champions 
League final earlier this month, the national 
side will sit out this summer’s European 
Championships. 

One solution to the problem is to impose 
quotas on clubs to guarantee a minimum of 
home-grown players in the starting line-up. 

The idea has been mooted for some time and 
was backed this week by Fifa president Sepp 
Blatter. He wants to gradually phase in a sys¬ 
tem where clubs could field a maximum of 
five foreign players at any one time by 2012. 

It remains to be seen how the scheme could 
be introduced without breaching European 
Union law on freedom of movement, but if it is 
workable, Blanford supports the plan. 

He said: “It would be fantastic if we could 
do that for the English players. I personally 
think young players are missing out at the 
moment. Managers would be more willing to 
try and use them rather than bringing in 
players from abroad.”

SPORTS facilities across Kent will be among 
those considered by national Paralympic 
associations worldwide for training camps 
ahead of the 2012 Paralympics in London. 

A total of eight venues in the county are 
included in a guide which will be distributed 
at the Beijing Games later this summer. 

Although Kent did not repeat the successes 
from the Olympic training camps, when the 
county out-performed all others with 36 sites, 
it still fared well nationally. 

Padraig Herlihy, South East co-ordinator 
for London 2012, was pleased with the 
results. 

He said: “We were expecting fewer camps 
overall than the Olympics because fewer Par¬ 
alympic athletes will be competing, but as a 
whole the South East was the top region with 
35 venues. 

“The south east is going for the Paralympic 
camps in a big way; we want to make it the 
most welcoming region and this is a good 
opportunity to show that.” 

With the total just over a quarter of the 
number of Olympic camps, Kent compared 
well with London (21 sites), Wales (16) and 
Yorkshire (11), taking more than a fifth of the 
camps in the south east. 

The county’s top performer is the Universi¬ 
ty of Kent at Canterbury, which is equipped 
to host up to 11 events, ranging from Para¬ 
lympic archery to wheelchair fencing. 

Canterbury High School, Ashford’s Stour 
Centre, Sevenoaks School, the Valley Leisure 


Centre in Folkestone and the refurbished 
Medway Park will also be available to host 
multiple events. 

Dartford’s world class-judo facility also 
made the list, while Polo Farm in Canterbury 
could host athletes training for wheelchair 
tennis. 

Visually-impaired swimmer Dervis Konu- 
ralp will compete in three events at Beijing - 
his fourth successive Paralympics. 

For the 27-year-old from Dartford, 


pre-competition training camps are crucial 
to an athlete’s performance. 

He said: “They are vital, especially psycho¬ 
logically. If you are comfortable with your 
surroundings and know what you can control 
then you can improve your preparations.

Key aiming for 
trophy revenge 
over Somerset 

KENT Spitfires have been drawn against 
Justin Langer’s Somerset Sabres in the 
quarter-final of the Friends Provident 
Trophy. 

Rob Key’s side are just two games away 
from another showpiece final after topping 
the South/East Division courtesy of five 
straight wins in the competition. 

Their reward for finishing top of the 
division is a home tie at the St Lawrence 
Ground, against a team that beat Kent 
by the narrow margin of 20 runs just five 
days ago in the county championship. 

Key is looking for revenge after that 
defeat and hopes his side’s good form in the 
competition will help them earn a semi¬ 
final spot. 

He said: “It’s fantastic to get a home draw. 
I’m sure the Kent fans will get right behind 
us, as usual, and make it a great atmos¬ 
phere. We are playing very well in the 
Friends Provident Trophy, but will have to 
be at our very best against a tough Somer¬ 
set side. 

“Justin Langer has got them well drilled 
so it will be very difficult. We lost to them 
recently in the championship at Tunbridge 
Wells so hopefully we can gain revenge at 
Canterbury.” 

The Spitfires will be at full strength for 
the clash, barring any injuries in the cham¬ 
pionship game with Hampshire that start¬ 
ed on Friday, which means overseas star 
Yasir Arafat will come back into contention 
for a starting spot. 

The Sky cameras will also be making an 
appearance at the St Lawrence Ground in 
what is expected to be a close game. 

The quarter-final will be played at Can¬ 
terbury on Wednesday with play due to 
start at 12pm.

Fults shows video nasty 


FORMER Kent captain David 
Fulton has released a video of the 
incident in which a ball almost 
blinded him after finding its way 
past the grill of his helmet. 

Fulton was batting in the nets 
at the St Lawrence Ground in 
Canterbury in 2003 when a 
90mph ball from a bowling 
machine hit his right eye ball, 
leaving him with partial vision. 

The video, posted on the Profes¬ 
sional Cricketers’ Association 
website, shows Fulton practicing 


the pull shot, but a ball was fed 
into the machine before he looked 
up and it bounced between the 
grill and peak of his Kent helmet. 

The 36-year-old had to undergo 
major surgery and was miracu¬ 
lously back leading Kent eight 
weeks later. 

Fulton decided to release the 
video five years after the incident 
to warn players about the impor¬ 
tance of taking out insurance.

THE London Golf Club is in 
line to become the first course to 
hold drugs testing under the 
European Tour’s new anti-doping 
programme when it hosts the 
European Open next month. 

The Tour’s chief executive, George 
O’Grady, announced last week testing would 
begin in July. The European Open, hosted 
for the first time at the club near Ash, begins 
on July 3, so will be the first tournament 
considered for the new measures. 

O’Grady said: ‘We’re on song for the begin¬ 
ning of July, so we’re almost certainly start¬ 
ing the week of the European Open or 
maybe it will be the Scottish [Open, a week 
later]. Those are the two weeks.” 

Part of the sport’s motivation to bring in a 
worldwide campaign is down to its aspira¬ 
tions to be included in the Olympics, possibly 
as early as 2016. Without a testing system in 
place, the International Olympic Committee 
would not consider the move. 

While sports where stami¬ 
na or strength is at a

with performance-enhancing substances. 

But the issue burst onto the headlines on 
the eve of The Open Championship last 
year, when golfing legend Gary Player 
claimed two players had told him they were 
taking drugs. 

Some random testing had already taken 
place sporadically at isolated tournaments 
and there was talk of implementing a sys¬ 
tem but Player’s comments accelerated the 
debate. Within weeks, the European Tour 
and the PGA announced their commitment 
to begin in the 2008 season. 

Ashford’s Benn Barham turned profes¬ 
sional in 1996 and has never had any suspi¬ 
cions about his colleagues. The 32-year-old 
will be playing in the European Open and 
has no problem about being tested. 

He said: “I think it’s absolutely fine. Golf 
has a good image and the fact there is going 
to be drugs testing is fine. I don’t think it is 
being done because the tour is worried play¬ 
ers are using drugs. It’s more about falling in 
line with other sports. 

“I can’t think of a drug that could help you 
hole a five-foot putt under pressure.” 

Despite the sport being technique-based, 
there are several illegal substances which 
could give players an advantage. Russell 
Langley at UK Sport - a quango which leads 
the UK’s anti-doping programme - believes 
in theory golf is not immune from abuse. 

He said: “Golf is almost a year round sport 
so anything which help you train harder, 
play longer and recover quicker could be 
used. Steroids or a Human Growth 
Hormone allows the body to do more and 
things like beta blockers which slow the 
heart rate would make you calmer.” 

If the European Open is picked, it will add 
to the logistical demands on the London

Golf Club, who have never hosted an event 
on the main Tour before. 

Heath Harvey, general manager at the 
club, said he had not yet been given an 
indication from the Tour but did not believe 
it would present any problems if it was 
implemented. 

The move brings golf in line with other 
sports, something Harvey welcomes, although 
he places no importance on hosting the testing 
debut. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I’m sure it’s good 
for the game of golf. It’s one of those boxes 
that governing bodies in sport have to tick. I 
don’t think they are going to unearth a can of 
worms any time soon. As far as the London 
Club is concerned, there’s no prestige about 
being the first.” 

It will mark the start of a concerted test¬ 
ing regime, with North America’s PGA Tour 
also introducing them in July. 

The PGA Championship in August will be 
the first of golfs major tournaments to hold 
testing and it will also be introduced at the 
Ryder Cup in September.
